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CRUDE CAMPHOR IMPORTS AND 
JAPANESE SUPPLY. 


In view of the sensational statements 
made in the columns of the daily press 
during the past fortnight to the ef- 
fect that the Japanese Government is 
seeking to limit the exportation of 
camphor that it might benefit 
through the increased demand for 
Japanese refined, the Reporter this 
week is glad to present the established 
facts as to the crude camphor situa- 


crude 


tion. 

The chief difficulty in 
normal supply of crude camphor from 
Japan lies in the inability of shippers 
to obtain steamers for Formosan ports, 
a difficulty that will assuredly con- 
tinue for some little time, as the only 
available bottoms will be employed 
from May 1 onward for the forwarding 
of the tea crop, and tea and camphor 
cannot, in the nature of these prod- 
ucts, be shipped by the same steamer. 

The representatives of the Imperial 
Japanese Government in the United 
States state that the Japanese cam- 
phor monopoly is experiencing a great 
deal of difficulty in making shipments 
of their crude gum from the country 
of production — Formosa — although 
every effort has been and is being 
made to facilitate such shipments of 
on contracts by sending 
first from Formosa to Kobe, and 
thence, whenever ships and ocean 
freightage are available to the United 
States and elsewhere. 

Crude camphor prior to the war, with 
its consequent increased demands upon 
cargo space, was shipped directly from 
Keelong, on the Island of Formosa, 
to the port of destination, but of late 
trans-shipments at Kobe have been 
necessitated because of lack of bottoms 
for trans-Pacific port freightage. 
Hence, while the Japanese Government 
hag not and is not declining 
in the sense that it is refusing to ac- 
commodete refiners in this country, 
and elsewhere, it is finding itself un- 
able to move such products in the 
amount desired and as quickly as it 
otherwise would have been enabled to 
do. 

Refiners familiar with the situation, 
as well as the direct representatives of

the Japanese Government in this coun- 
try, flatly deny the implied deduction 
featured in the daily newspapers, that 
the crude camphor supply has 
thus influenced by the shipping 
freight shortage—as has every 
and chemical produced abroad 
and shipped to this market—the cause 
could be found in the intent of the 
Japanese monopoly to enhance the 
sales of the Japanese refiners’ refined 
product. These authorities instance to 
offset this fallacious deduction the fact 
that the importation of refined cam- 
phor has also been affected by freight 
conditions, although not to 
an extent as crude. The fact 
is the center of the re- 
industry in Japan, as well as 
the chief export port for re- 
fined camphor, is doubtless largely re- 
for the increased facilities 
provided for the export of the refined 
product, 
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THE FUTURE OF AMYL ALCOHOL 
AND AMYL ACETATE. 


Possibly there is no more conspicu- 
ous example of the effect of war con- 
ditions upon the chemical market than 
that offered by amyl] alcohol (fusel 
oil) and amyl acetate. The market 
conditions of these commodities during 
the years have been such 
as to unusual interest among 
and during the 
week just closed requests from widely 
diversified sources have come to this 
office for information concerning the 
possible market should there be an in- 
American production from 
sources hitherto not to be drawn upon. 

Up till the declaration of war in 
Europe the supply of amyl alcohol ob- 
tained from the few makers 
the domestic distillers—not more 
than 7,500 tons, and in many quarters 
estimated at not 
was obtained principally from abroad. 
Eighty-five per the 
this country were supplied from for- 
leaving but 15 per cent. 
manufactured in the United 

Of this foreign production, 
Austria produced 35 per cent., Russia 
30 per cent. and Germany 15 per cent. 
of the total requirements of the United 
States. To this about 5 per cent. must 
be added from Cuba and South Amer- 
ica. Of the production of amyl acetate 
there no official estimates as to 
output, but the amount utilized in this 
country was very much less than the 
total for amyl alcohol. 

Immediately after the declaration of 
war and the embargo upon exportation 
to this country—due as much at first 
to inability to ship these products 
through the encircling of the 
allies as to specific embargo—the sup- 
ply from abroad decreased until it 
The Austrian supply, shipped 
a rule from Vienna, could not be 
embarked through Austrian ports on 
the. Mediterranean; Russia’s supply, 
derived principally from the vodka in- 
dustry and shipped from Warsaw, fell 
away to nothing when by Imperial 
edict Russia placed the ban upon the 
manufacture and sale of its national 
beverage; and Germany, 
naturally, was removed at once from 
the field as a possible source of sup- 
ply.

result, the amount of amyl] al- 
and amyl left available 
for use in this country was reduced to 
but 20 per of the ordinary mar- 
ketable amount—15 per cent. being pro- 
duced here and the remaining five per 
cent. coming from Cuba and South 
America. It is now estimated at only 
1,200 to 1,500 tons from all available 
sources. Of this amount one large con- 
sumer alone required a yearly total of 
800 tons.

The 
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trades formerly employing amyl alco- 
hol began experimenting with other 
solvents for use in lacquer manufac- 
ture, the production of patent leather 
and the manufacture of artificial rub- 
ber—the three principal uses to which 
this product was put. The prices in- 
creased by leaps, until today they are 
considered almost prohibitive. Let us 
examine the high and low figures for 
fusel oil (crude and refined—amyl al- 
cohol) for 1914, 1915 and to date in 
1916 :— 

In January, 1914, crude fusel oil was 
quoted at from $1.20 to $1.25 per pound, 
with refined (amyl alcohol) quoted at 
from $1.70 to $1.80 pound, In 
September of the same year the price 
had risen to $1.75 and $2.25 per pound 
for crude, with the refined product 
ranging from $2.65 to $3 per pound. In 
December of that year the price range 
was from $2.10 to $2.20 per pound. 

There was little change during the 
next month, January, 1914, but in Sep- 
tember, 1915, the price quotations had 
risen to $2.40@2.75 per pound for crude, 
and from $3.25 to $3.75 for refined. In 
December the price range was from 
$3.20 to $3.45 for crude, and from $4.50 
to $5.25 for refined. The quotation on 
amyl acetate ranged about Sic. per 
pound lower than the price for amyl 
alcohol. 

Since the beginning of 1916 the price 
ranges in amyl alcohol and amyl ace- 
tate have been still more marked, as

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DYESTUFFS COMPLICATIONS AND 
THE GERMAN OFFER OF RELIEF. 


For nearly a fortnight the users of 
dyestuffs in the United States have 
been seeking first hand definite infor- 
mation as to just what was meant by 
the German offer, voiced through the 
German Ambassador, Count Von 
Bernstorff, to allow the shipment to 
this country of 15,000 tons of dyestuffs 
to relieve the dye famine which has so 
handicapped American manufacturers 
since the war embargo took effect. De- 
spite the early optimistic utterances, 
which filled columns in the daily press 
immediately following the official pro- 
nouncement of the Kaiser's representa- 
tive at Washington, and which have 
continued in more or less abbreviated 
and emasculated form during the past 
week, the Reporter last week in its 
summary of the dyestuffs situation ad- 
vanced the following points:— 

That while the British Govern- 
ment granted licenses’ several 
months ago to permit $5,000,000 
worth of German dyestuffs to come 
to this country, it was a question 
as whether these authorities 
would permit the exportation to the 
United States of shipments of dyes 
valued at from $12,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000. 

That a time limit of June 1, 1916, 
had been placed upon the ship- 
ments allowed under the non-ex- 
pired licenses, 
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That Secretary of State Lansing 
would make efforts at once to ob- 
tain permission for the forward- 
ing through the lines of the allies 
of the 15,000-ton shipment. 

That syndicate 
originally receiving permission to 
import the $5,000,000 worth of dyes 
needs must arrange for the pay- 
ment of the sums in addition to the 
arranged for payment which this 
15,000-ton shipment would require.

To this might well have been added 
the difficulty of obtaining ships in 
which to bring this dyestuffs cargo to 
this country, all the other premises be- 
ing granted. 

There are several weighty points to 
be considered before any fair summary 
of the dyestuffs situation in relation to 
possible relief by Germany can be 
made.* The statement of Ambassador 
Von Bernstorff for the first time since 
the outbreak of the war did not specify 
that these dyestuffs would be shipped 
to the United States only in American 
vessels which had carried cotton to 
Germany—a proviso which did not fail 
to appear in every negotiation hitherto 
conducted. The sole stipulation was 
that such dyestuffs should be consumed 
in this country and should not be re- 
shipped abroad. 

After February, 1915, when the Brit- 
ish Government placed its embargo, 
cotton had no chance of entering Ger- 
many, and, since Germany would not 
let out dyestuffs, except in exchange 
for cotton, we went without dyes ex- 
cept in isolated instances of importa- 
tion of small quantities for Govern- 
ment use by the Bureau of Printing 
and Engraving. 

The argument advanced against the 
probability of our receipts of any such 
amount of dyestuffs as that offered 
through Ambassador Von Bernstorff 
may be succinctly summarized, 

Owing to the enormous consumption 
of high explosives the vast stores of 
dyestuffs material in Germany cannot 
but be greatly depleted. It is even pos- 
sible that no such amount as 15,000 tons 
would be available for exportation, 
though permission should be 
granted for its safe-conduct across the 
Atlantie.

Since the war began more than $100,- 
000,000 has been invested in this coun- 
try in dyestuffs and chemical indus- 
tries, not including explosives, and if 
we are given the proper synthetic mor- 
dant for making colors permanent, the 
American dyestuffs industry will be- 
come a not-to-be-despised factor in the 
world production of dyestuffs. 

Ample supplies of benzol, toluol and 
xylol can be manufactured in this 
country, and it is held that the strides 
during the past year in the produc- 
tion of coal-tar distillates from by- 
product coke ovens cannot but lead to 
a more permanent foundation for the 
future of dyestuffs manufacture in the 
United States. 

In other words, it seems that there 
is not much prospect of any dyestuffs 
reaching this country as a result of the 
15,000-ton offer made by Germany, un- 
less the syndicate which originally ob- 
tained the permits for the $5,000,000 
shipment can not only pool their re- 
sources to take over a part of the lat- 
offer, but provide potioms upon 
which the material can be shipped 
here.

The German Embassy at Washington 
has nothing further to offer in elucida- 
tion of the problem affecting the tex- 
tile and other dye-using industries of 
this country, and the entire matter is 
so complicated by the conflicting inter- 
ests of both Great Britain and Ger- 
many that it is stated quite frankly— 
although, of course, not officially—at 
Washington, that the relief of: the 
American dyestuffs consumer through 
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German action bears too close a re- 
semblance to other “relief measures” 
promulgated in the strictly military 
prosecution of the war to offer much 
encouragement to buyers and users of 
dyestuffs in the United States. 

There is much more to be looked for 
through the investment during the past 
year of more than $100,000,000 of Amer- 
ican capital in the production of basic 
dyestuff material, than appears prob- 
able or possible through the natural 


endeavor of foreign dyestuffs manu- 
facturers to retain their greatest 
market. 


SOME REASONS WHY GASOLINE

In the investigation now being car- 
ried on the commission is covering 
these points as probable factors in de- 
termining the cost of gasoline to the 
consumer :— 

Forces of demand and supply as affect- 
ing the price of crude oil exports and im- 
ports; deterioration in the quality of 
crude; increased of refining; im- 
proved methods, and speculative holding 
of crude oil and gasoline. 

Since the publication of this report 
there has been visible unrest among 
the opponents of the gasoline refining 
interests, so much in evidence, in fact, 
that Congress has been made the me- 
dium for the expression of criticism 
and for the promulgation of appeals 
for “investigation” and possible court 
action. But this display of verbal in- 
temperance has now been followed by 
a more intelligent willingness on the 
part of both Congress and the Amer- 
ican consumer to await more definite 
data from the Federal Trades Commis- 
sion, and, further, by the attitude of 
the leaders in the refining industry, 
many of whom have gone on record 
during the past week in carefully con- 
sidered, and, withal, eminently fair 
citations of the influences they con- 
sider responsible for the 62 per cent. 
approximate increase in the price of 
gasoline during 1915. 

The causes for such advance may be 
summarized as follows:— 

The marked increase in the consumption 
of gasoline by automobiles—owing to the 
rapidly increasing number of such ve- 
hicles—and by motor engines of all de- 
scriptions. 

The increase in the cost of crude oil (in 
the year 1915, 56 per cent.). 

The virtual exhaustion of gasoline 
stocks (to 30 days’ consumption on Janu- 
ary 1, 1916). 

The effect of the European war, with 
the consequent increase in price of many 
commodities, other than petroleum prod- 
ucts. 

The heavy decline in production of right 
gravity crude oil in the Cushing field, and 
the fact that the gasoline content of all 
grades of crude petroleum has been stead- 
ily declining during the past few years. 

The immediate marketing of the bulk 
of the gasoline produced in this country 
during the winter, instead of producers, 
as in former years, meeting the spring de- 
mand with storage tanks filled.

To meet these conditions every sort 
of an expedient has been suggested 
and advocated. Inventors by the 
dozen, some with chemicals to be add- 
ed to water, some with acid separation 
processes to release hydrogen for use 
as a motor-propelling gasoline substi- 
tute, have followed close upon the gov- 


ernment recognition of the Rittman 
process of cracking oil to produce 
motor fuel Incentives have been 
given inventors to produce a carbure- 


tor to use kerosene—admittedly the de- 
veloper of higher power than gasoline 
—and hence of greater utility for 
heavy duty motors than the lighter 
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spirit, should such carburetor adapta- 
tion be made commercially practicable. 

In fact, the oil report prepared by 
Secretary Lane of the Interior Depart- 
ment, and presented to the Senate 
early this year, considered generally 
the necessity fora proper consideration 
of possible measures of relief from the 
rapidly increasing stringency in the 
supply of motor fuels. The Secretary 
went so far as to make four specific 
recommendations :—

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The wide diversity of opinion as to 
what shall be done, and to what body 
shall be entrusted the necessary work 
ef investigation, compilation of statis- 
tics of production, manufacture, mar- 
keting, ete., simply emphasizes the 
fact that under existing governmental 
conditions this work has been divided 
between the Federal Trades Commis- 
sion, the Bureau of Mines, the Census 
Bureau, the United States Geological 
Survey, and, in of specific 
charges affecting the possible restric- 
tion of trade, the Department of Jus- 
tice. Each branch of the government 
service cited has its own specific work 
in the field of petroleum activity, and 
many facts which should be at the dis- 
posal of Congress and of the American 
consumer are not given out under offi- 
cial auspices. 

Centralization of authority and uni- 
fication of effort have succeeded in 
solving equally perplexing problems in 
the field of business endeavor; have re- 
moved friction caused by misconcep- 
tion; have standardized conditions 
hitherto influenced by individual view- 
point. It is more than possible that 
the adoption of a similar govern- 
mental mode of conduct by the estab- 
lishment of a government bureau of 
complete petroleum data, with a com- 
prehensive research department, would 
not only do away with existing crit- 
icism and recrimination—due to ignor- 
ance of the facts—but would, by the 
testing of such discoveries as that of 
Dr. Rittman, extend the resources of 
the country to an extent not now 
deemed possible.

Drug and Allied Trades to March in 
Preparedness Parade. 


More than 500 men in the drug, chemical, 
oil, paint and allied trades of New York 
city have already volunteered to march in 
the Citizens’ Preparedness Parade, which 
is scheduled for the afternoon of Satur- 
day, May 13. A division of this parade, 


known as the Drug, Chemical and Allied 
Trades Section, has already been assigned 
to the men of these industries and busi- 
nesses, and it is thought probable that the 
number who have already signified their 
desire to join in the procession and 
pageant will be swelled materially before 
the parade starts. Dr. William Jay 
Schieffelin, president of Schieffelin & Co., 
has been appointed marshal of this divi- 
sion, and will lead his gallant forces along 
the entire line of march. Music will be 
furnished for the division by Major Mal- 
loy’s brass band of forty pieces. 

In order to get the division into shape 
for the parade, the members of the Drug, 
Chemical and Allied Trades Section are 
requested to assemble at 1 p. m. on the 
day of the affair at John and Gold streets, 
where companies of twenty men each will 
be formed, with captains selected by the 
men of the various houses which are plan- 
ning to participate in the procession. 

The drug and allied trades have been 
among the first to respond to the call for 
the preparedness parage, which is to pre- 
sent a non-partisan, patriotic demonstra- 
tion in favor of better military and naval 
preparedness for this country. 

The work of organizing the parade is 
progressing with extraordinary rapidity, 
and it is now estimated that a total of 
more than 100,000 men will be in lime, and 
that the demonstration will eclipse the 
Sound Money Parades of 1900 and that of 
18%. To date a total of 85,000 marchers 
are assured, representing seventy-five 
trades and organizations, while no less 
than seventy-two bands have been en- 
gaged to supply music for the marching. 

The parade has been indorsed by the 
Mayor’s Committee of One Thousand, the 
Plattsburg Training Camp Committee, 
the National Security League, and many 
other civie and patriotic bodies, as well as 
by numerous prominent citizens. No umni- 
forms are to be worn, and no horses, 
vehicles, advertising banners or tloats are 
to be employed.

Co. The mortgage provides for a mini- 
mun sinking fund of 5 per cent., and 
there is an additional sinking fund of 20 
per cent. after deducting earnings and 
the above minimum sinking fund, Marn- 
ings for the next twelve months are es- 
timated at $10,000,000. Among the com- 
panies named in the merger are the Con- 
sumers’ Refining Company. the Chanute 
Refining Company, the Kelley Mining 
Company, the Millikin Refining Company 
and the Cudahy Refining Company. The 
new company is capitalized at 1,000,000 
shares having no par value, of which 
500,000 shares have been issued to the 
owners of companies included in the 
merger.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 


Short Shipment of Aniline Colors. 


The protests of the Badische Company, 
New York, claiming that the collector 
should have made allowance for ten casks 


of aniline colors shortshipped, were sus- 
tained by the Board of United States 
General Appraisers. Judge Hay, who de- 
livered the opinion cof the board, said that 
there wds no principle of law more fun- 
damental as a guide in the administration 
of the customs than that the importer 
Was not required to pay duty upon mer- 
chandise he did not import. The importer 
in this case imported into the United 
Siates on the s. s. Potsdam, on the 
24th day of May, 1912, what was stated on 
col- 


the invoice to be 168 casks of aniline 

ors, upon which he paid duty at the regu- 
lar raie under the tariff act of 1909, It 
was discovered and reported by the dis- 
charging officer that there were ten casks 
shown upon the invoice and entry that 
were not found in the shipment. Later 


the shipment was made good by ten casks 
being shipped on the s. s. Nieuw Am- 
sterdam, arriving on June 3, 1912. Upon 


these ten casks duty was also paid. It is 


claimed by the importer and conceded by 
the collector that the importer paid duty 
on ten casks of colors that he did not re- 
ceive. The importer did not file within 


thirty days of entry the affidavit required 
by article 1068, Customs Regulations 1908, 
and it Was shown by the testimony that 
he did not receive the notice from the col- 
lector which the article provides for. The 
aflidavit therein provided for was filed by 


the importer at a later date and. was at- 
tached by the collector to the protest 
when the same was forwarded to the 
board. There was some contention that 
the importer waived his right to make a 
claim for shortage in this case, but the 
testimony showed that no such waiver 
was signed by the importer. They were

Coal-Tar Pitch. 
The board of United States General Ap- 
praisers overruled the protests of Balfour, 
Guthrie & Co., relating to the classifica- 


tion for dutiable purposes of merchandise 


invoiced as “pitch.” It was classified by 
the collector under paragraph 21, act of 
1913, at the rate of 15 per cent. ad va- 
lorem, for ‘‘all other products or prepara- 
tions of coal tar, not colors or dyes.’’ The 


importers claimed free entry as “pitch of 











coal tar,’ under paragraph 4 Samples 
of the substance were analyzed both by 
the government chemist and by the city 
chemist of Seattle in behalf of the im- 
porter. The former found 9.87 per cent. of 
mineral matter. The latter found 6 or 7 
per cent. of mineral matter and stated his 
conclusion as follows:—‘The same was 
principally coal-tar pitch, with an addi- 
tion of calcium in the form of ground 
limestone. This was added to render the 
material less brittle in cold weather and 
less subject to heat in the summer or hot 
weather it was not necessary to mix 
lime or limestone to get this result. Ce- 
ment or ground stone of any kind will an- 
swer the same purpose 

rhe city chemist testified for the import- 
ers that while the article in question con 
tains about 6 per cent. of mineral matter, 
it is still coal-tar pitch The board held 
that the city chemist, having limited ex- 
perience in sales, was not qualified to 
show commercial meaning. Thorpe’s Dic- 
tionary of Applied Chemistry describes 
coal-tar piteh and gives the standard 
chemical composition as containing only 
0.1 of 1 per cent. of ash. The protests 
were overruled in every respect.

Announcement was made this week 
that some of the paint mfianufacturers 
had advanced prices for house paints, 
and it is intimated that other paints 
also will go up in price. This is in 
line with the position of raw materials 
as producing costs have been on an 
advancing scale. Consumption of 
paints in this district is not heavy, and 
this applies with greater force to paint 
materials. In the first place, weather 
condtions have not been suitable for 
out-door work and there is a strike 
of painters in some sections, with re- 
ports that it is to spread to the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan on May 1. Job- 
bing demand for paint materials, there- 
fore, is not expected to be very brisk 
The important pigments are holding 
steady in price, but no changes are 
recorded this week in the case of white 
lead or zinc oxide. Lithopone is nom- 
inal in many quarters, as producers are 
sold ahead, but there are offerings of 
foreign materials on a basis of 16%c. 
per pound in car lots, duty paid. It is 
stated, however, that difficulty is found 
in importing lithopone and prices are 
subject to previous sales. Dry colors 
are unsettled in many cases, with 
prices depending upon private terms. 
sarytes are holding at recently estab- 
lished levels, with export inquiry still 
noted. Varnish gums in general are 
firmer and advices from primary points 
indicate a strong market for the bet- 
ter grade of kauri, Linseed oil has 
been dull throughout the period, and 
this applies both to spot trading and 
to futures. Prices have been steady 
and crushers are not trying to force 
matters. Soya bean oil has been eas- 
ier in tone, but demand is coming prin- 
cipally from outside the paint trade. 
Spirits of turpentine showed a sharp 
break durng the week and the same is 
true of rosins.

OTHER PAINT MATERIALS, 


BARYTES.—Exports of barytes are 
still noted and some gellers say that 
unusually high prices have been ob- 
tained from foreign buyers. The mar- 
ket is strong also from the statistical 
standpoint, as production has been in- 
terefered with by unfavorable condi- 
tions for mining and demand has been 
active, so tha stocks have been reduced 
to a low point. The outlet afforded by 
export trade also has served to in- 
crease consumption of domestic ba- 
rytes. Prices are quoted at $25@30 per 
ton f. o. b. works, and some sellers 
are said to be refusing business at the 
inside price. 

CASEIN.—Production of casein is 
said to have been further reduced as a 
result of a fire which damaged the 
plant of a domestic producer. Some 
other producers are reported to have 
stopped operations temporarily owing 
to their inability to secure raw mate- 
rial. Offerings of domestic casein 
therefore are limited and the output 
generally is sold ahead. Some import- 
ers are offering foreign grades on 
which they quote 25 to 30c. per pound. 

CHINA CLAY.—Arrivals of foreign 
china clay are readily absorbed and 
demand for this material is reported to 
be active with different grades in the 
market for supplies. Shipments from 
primary points are irregular and trans- 
portation charges are high, with the 
result that quotations f. o. b. New 
York are well maintained at $12 to $20 


per ton, according to grade. Domestic 
china clay is in fair demand, with 
prices quoted at $10 to $12 per ton, 


LITHOPONE.—Importers of litho- 
pone say that they are having trouble 
in bringing in this material and that 
the tendency of the market is to higher 
prices. Offers of imported grades were 
at 16%c. per pound, duty paid, in car 
lots, with the usual advances for 
smaller amounts. All quotations for 
foreign lithopone, however, are sub- 
ject to conditions and the limited stock 
prevents unrestricted quotations. Do- 
mestic lithopone is passing freely on 
contracts, but sellers are not anxious 
for new business, as they are pretty

METALLIC PAINTS.—Some sellers 
say there is a fair demand for metallic 
paints, but that trading cannot be 
classed as active. Some large lots have 
been in demand, but most sales are for 
moderate amounts. Prices show some 
range, according to seller, but there is 
a firm tone to the market and produc- 
ing costs are said to be higher than 
they were a year ago.

LINSEED OIL. 

Local conditions are playing an 
portant part in the linseed oil 
The painters of Brooklyn have been 
out on strike for nearly a month and 
it is reported that 10,000 painters in 
Manhattan will strike on May 1. This 
has had a depressing effect on demand 
for linseed oil, especially from dealers 
and jobbers. Large manufacturers 
are not buying oil because they are 
receiving supplies on contracts. Hence 
the buying movement is very slow at 
present and up to now the jobbing de- 
mand has been held back by unsea- 
sonable weather. Market quotations 
are holding steady, with the inside fig- 
ure maintained throughout the week 
at 76c. per gallon. it is possible that 
this could be shaded on contracts in- 
volving large amounts, but in general 
76c. is quoted as a firm price. The re- 
stricted outlet for cake and the lower 
net returns from the latter prevent any 
material declines in oil prices. It is 
also stated that crushers were not 
anxious to press sales either, because 
they had small stocks on hand or be- 
cause they had trouble in shipping 
from their mills because of railroad re- 
strictions. At any rate there has been 
an absence of price-cutting competi- 
tion. Seed values at Duluth have 
worked to lower levels without any 
effect on oil in Eastern markets, but 
the latter are influenced’ more by Ar- 
gentine prices and the Buenos Aires 
market has declined but little and the 
searcity of tonnage is reducing the 
volume of shipments to this country. 

Cash seed at Duluth closed at $2.11% 
last Saturday, and yesterday's close 
was $2.01, thus showing a net decline 
of 10%c. per bushel for the week. The 
fact that Argentine seed has been 
shipped to Western markets no doubt 
had some effect on prices at Duluth, 
but stocks of old crop seed in this 
country are small, and from a statis- 
tical standpoint it is difficult to ac- 
count for the sharp break in prices. 
New influences are bearish, and 
new crop seed is quoted at a discount 
from the prices asked for old crop 
seed. The Argentine shipped 238,000 
bushels to the United States this week 
and 260,000 bushels to Europe. A small

lot of Argentine seed reached New 
York during the period. Seeding pros- 
pects are regarded as favorable, but 


there are contrary views regarding the 
coming acreage, as some reports say 
that farmers are not well supplied 
with seed, and will be forced on that 
account to cut down sowings.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—While there 
has been no material increase in spot 
supplies, the fact that nearby ship- 
ments are offered freely and under 
the spot price, tends to discourage 
trading in the spot market. The price 
remains high, however, and sellers who 
are able to offer are reported to have 
quoted 14@14%c. per pound on ship- 
ments from the West, where oil can be 


laid down here in two weeks or less, 
11%@12c. per pound is quoted. On 
distant positions where August for- 
ward deliveries are concerned, 11@ 
11%c. per pound is the asking price. 

COCONUT OIL.—Demand for all 


grades of coconut oil was inactive, but 
as the offerings were limited prices 
held steady and underwent no im- 
portant change. Consumers are re- 
stricting purchases to actual wants 
only, owing to the high prices prevail- 
ing. The foreign situation was with- 
out much change. Ceylon oil closed the 
week at £58 per ton, c. i. f. London, 
which compares with £58 10s. per ton 
a week previous. Copra at Marseilles 
held at £39 5s. per ton, May-June ship- 


ment. Consumers claim that Ceylon 
oil could have been picked up on the 
spot at i16c. per pound, but sellers 


ideas were nearer 16%c. per pound, and 
it was reported that routine business 
went through at the high figure. Quo- 
tations for futures were nominal, there 
being no transactions under the Brit- 
ish export regulations. Manila pro- 
ducers were not anxious sellers, being 
fairly well sold ahead. Manila oil 
closed nominally at 15%c. per pound, 
May-July shipment, buyers to assume 
all risks regarding the availability of 
freight, etc. Domestic Ceylon quality 
oil closed at l16c. per pound, nearby 
delivery. Prime East India Cochin oil 
was in firm hands, the inside price be- 
ing around 18c. per pound, spot deliv- 
ery. For small packages dealers were 
asking from 18%c. to 19c. per pound. 

CORN OIL.—Early in the week 
prices for both crude and refined oil 
were easy. Refined corn oil was re- 
duced 25 points by leading producers, 
establishing a basis of $10.26 per 100 
pounds for car lots, ex-dock New York. 
Crude oil was unsettled, following the 
weakness in soya bean oil, and actual 
business went through on the spot as 
low as $9.21 per 100 pounds, car lot 
basis. At the close prices for the 
crude were firmer, all cheap offerings 
having been disposed of, and $10 per 
100 pounds was the nominal quotation. 
The demand for refined oil was fair 
toward the close, but prices closed on 
the $10.26 basis. 

OLIVE OIL.—With Italy restricting 
its exports and with all foreign mar- 
kets strong, in view of limited hold- 
ings, the market for olive oil was firm 
throughout the week. The demand was 
described as routine only, both for de- 
natured oil and foots. Denatured oil 
closed at 95@96c, per gallon. Prime 
green foots closed nominally at 134@ 
13%c. per pound. Off grades were 
around at 12%@l3c. per pound. 

PALM OIL.—It was reported that a 
round lot of Bonny and Old Calabar 
oil held in store here was purchased by 
the tin plate interests on the basis of 
15%c. per pound. During the week a 
ear lot of Lagos palm oil sold at 1é6c. 
per pound. There has been no change 
in the British export situation and the 
market remains entirely nominal. Tin 
plate people have been buyers of tal- 
low for use in the place of palm oil. 


Under date of April 13, Liverpool 
writes: ‘‘Business is dull with prices 
irregular. Lagos closed at 9.60c., with 


Bonny and Old Calabar at 9.50c. and 
Benin at 8.95c. Niger oil closed at 
8.45c., Liverpool basis.” 

PALM KERNEL OIL. — Offerings 
were meager and the market closed 
with prices more or less nominal, rang- 
ing from l6c. to 17c. per pound. Liver- 
pool, under date of April 13, reports a 
fair business around 12%c. per pound. 
The schooner Samuel P. Bowers ar- 
rived at New York last week from 
Burutu with a cargo of 684 tons and 
477 bags of palm kernels. 


PEANUT OIL. — Trading in soap 
grades of peanut oil was quiet, but 
prices ruled firm under light offerings. 
Soap stock was quoted at 78@82c. per 
gallon. Domestic refined oil was of- 
fered in a limited way around 11%c. 
per pound. At Marseilles the market 
for technical peanut oil closed at 127 
francs per 100-kilos, which compares 
With 123 francs a week ago. 

RAPESEED OIL.—The arrival of 210 
barrels of rapeseed oil from Hull was 
reported last week. The position of the 
market underwent little change, as 
practically all of this oil went into con- 
suming channels on old contracts. 
Business at prevailing prices was ex- 
ceedingly quiet. Importers are obtain- 
ing supplies from abroad under great 
difficulties. A cable received late in 
the week in one quarter stated that the 
British Government had again prohib- 
ited the exportation of rapeseed oil. 
Refined rapeseed oil closed nominally 
at $1@$1.05 per gallon, with the blown 
at $1.05@1.10 per galion. 

SOYA BEAN OIL. — Soap-makers 
were active buyers of soya bean oil at 
the lower prices which obtained 


throughout the week. Free offerings of 
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this commodity by Seattle importers 
weakened the market in all quarters. 
The sale of 25 tanks was reported on 
the basis of 8.45¢c. per pound f. 0. b. 
New York, shipment via _ Seattle. 
Another round lot changed hands as 
low as 744c. per pound, in tanks, f, o. b. 
Seattle, the buyer to furnish his own 
cars. Spot oil in barrels sold as low as 
9c. per pound, and cased stock was ob- 
tainable at 8%c. per pound. Paint man- 
ufacturers showed very little interest 
in the market, apparently being well 
supplied for nearby requirements. At 
the close of the week spot oil in barrels 
Was nominally quoted at 9@9%c. per 
pound, according to seller. Sales of 
jobbing parcels were reported at 9\c. 
and 9%c. per pound. At Hull the mar- 
ket was steady.

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS. 


COD OlL.—rThere was a fair inquiry 


for cod oil, but lack of offerings re- 
stricted business. Stocks on hand 
were scanty and firmly held. First 


hands were practically out of the mar- 
ket and prices at the close of the week 
were nominal. Newfoundland cod oil 
was quoted at 63@65c. per gallon, ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. Do- 
mestic cod oil closed at 61@63c. per 
gallon. 

DEGRAS.—A firm undertone pre- 
vailed for all descriptions of English 
degras. For the pale grades importers 
were asking from 8\4c. to 8%c. per 
pound. The brown stock was offered 
at 7%@8c. per pound. The demand 
was rather quiet, but with primary 
markets firm and shipments coming 
forward slowly, the situation was gen- 
erally regarded as favoring sellers. 
Imports during the week amounted to 
105 barrels from Liverpool. 

LARD OIL.—The strong position of 
all pressing stock caused the market 
for lard oil to hold firm. The demand 
was somewhat restricted by the high 
prices now prevailing. Offerings on 
the spot were scanty, most pressers be- 
ing well sold up. Prime lard oil was 
nominally quoted at 97@99c. per gal- 
lon, with off prime at 92@95c., extra 
No. 1 at 88@90c., No. 1 at 82@84c. and 
the No. 2 at 80@82c. 

MENHADEN OIL.—There was little 
if any change in the market for men- 
haden oil. Stocks on hand were very 
light and, despite the proximity of the 
new season, prices were firmly main- 
tained in all quarters. The fishing for 


food fish has been much better this 
spring, which is regarded as a very 
encouraging indication of what may 


be expected of the coming menhaden 
season. The opinion prevails that open- 
ing prices for crude will be around 
the 50c. level, providing that quotations 
for competing oils remain high. Light 
pressed menhaden oil was held at 60@ 
with the yellow 


6le. per gallon, 
bleached at 62@63c., and the white 
bleached at 64@65c. Brown strained 


oil was held around 59c. per gallon. 
The demand for pressed menhaden oil 
was described as routine only. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—wWith no change 
in the position of pressing stock the 
market for neatsfoot oil was strong in 
all quarters. Offerings were meager, 
especially of the higher grades, press- 
ers being well sold ahead. The demand 
was described as fair. Twenty-degree 
cold test closed at $1.05@1.07; 30-degree 
sold test, 97@99c.; 40-degree cold test, 
94@96c.; prime, 86@90c.; dark, 82@84c. 
per gallon. 

RED OIL.—With tallow still moving 
upward the market for all descriptions 
of red oil was in a very firm position 
at the close of the week, but quotations 
showed little change. The demand was 
moderate. Saponified red oil was quoted 
at 9%@10%c. per pound, depending 
upon quality and seller. Elaine oil 
closed at 9@10c. per pound. Some ex- 
tra grades of saponified red oil were 
held as high as lle. per pound. 

STEARIC ACID.—Trading in _ this 
commodity was inactive, but prices 
ruled firm in sympathy with the strong 
position of raw materials. Triple 
pressed stearic acid was quoted at 1@ 
15%c. per pound, with the double 
pressed at 14@14%c. and the single at 

3@13%c. On contract business these 
figures might have been shaded in some 
quarters. 


SOD OI1L.—Foreign markets’ were 
steady, due to the high position of 
chemicals, ete., and the ideas of local 
sellers were firm. Sod oil closed at 


7%@8tee. per pound, according to qual- 
ity and quantity. 

SEAL OIL.—Stocks of this season’s 
production appear to be well cleaned 
up, large consumers being the buyers. 
The nominal price for seal oil is 70c. 
per gallon, round-lot basis. 

SPERM OIL.—Offerings were light 
and the market for both crude and re- 
fined sperm oil was strong. There was 
a fair demand for the refined oil. Nom- 
inal quotations ranged from 74c. to 80c. 
per gallon, according to quality. 

TALLOW OIL.—The strong market 
for raw materials caused prices to hold 
firm despite the fact that business was

Judge Mayer Files Opinion Dismissing 
: 
Park Company Suit. 

As a sequel to the recent dismissal of 
the injunction and damage sujt of John 
D. Park & Sons Company against Bruen, 
Ritchey & Co. and several other promi- 
nent New York wholesale drug houses, 
which was described in full in the Re- 
porter of April 24, Judge Julius M. Mayer 
has filed a formal decree with an opinion 
setting forth his reasons for dismissing 
the case. Judge Mayer based his de- 
cision upon the principle of laches, in 
that the Park Company failed to seek 
damages before the expiration of a pe- 
riod beyond which the statute of limita- 
tions became operative. 

Judge Mayer pointed out that the m- 
junctive relief asked for by the Park 
Company is no longer necessary, and that 
a decree in favor of the plaintiff wouid 
lead solely to an accounting for damages 


for a period of a little less than five 
years. 
The Park Company has already signi- 


fied its intention of appealing from this 
decision to the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals.

“‘Wine of Cardui’’ Suits Halted by 
Death of Mr. Patten. 


Chicago, April 27, 1916. 
The sudden death of John A. Patten, 
principal plaintiff in the $300,000 libel suit 


against the American Medical Associa- 
tion, may result in dismissal of the 
suits. 

Mr. Patten, with his brother, Z. C. Pat- 
ten, owned the Chattanooga Medicine 


Company, makers of “Wine of Cardui,”’ 
and had been in Chicago about five weeks 
attending the trial of suits against George 
H. Simmons, editor of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, and the 
association itself. He was taken ill sud- 
denly on Tuesday during court recess and 
retired to his rooms in one of the down- 
town hotels. Physicians advising an im- 
mediate operation, he was rushed to the 
West Side Hospital and the operation was 
performed. He failed to rally from the 
shock. Almost two years ago the Ameri- 
can Medical Association began an attack 
on “Wine of Cardui’ in the journal of 
the association. The suit for $300,000 was 
filed last April. One suit for $200,000 was 
tiled for personal libel by John A. Pat- 
ten and the other for $100,000 by John A. 
Patten and Z. C. Patten for the Chat- 
tanooga Medicine Company. 

After Mr. Patten’s death was announced 
the court adjourned the trial until next 
Tuesday. The suit of the Chattamooga 
Medicine Company may go on, but the 
personal libel case of John A. Patten ends 
with his death.

Japan Obviating Camphor Shortage 
Here. 


By exerting itself to the utmost to facil- 
itate shipments in every merchant vessel 
available at leading ports, the Imperial 
Japanese Government is obviating a short- 
age of crude camphor in the United 
States, such as was recently threatened 
by the lack of adequate ocean freight ac- 
commodations on the principal island of 
production. tecent reports that the 
Japanese Government camphor monopoly 
was refusing to make shipments of this 
gum have been refuted by that monopoly 
itself through Mitsui & Co., in New York, 
its accredited agents, and the recognized 
representatives of the commercial branch 
of that government, 


Far from attempting to withhold ship- 
ments of crude camphor to the United 


States, the Japanese monopoly is doing 
everything conceivable te make such 
shipments on contracts with American 


refiners and other constmers as nearly on 
time as possible, although greatly handi- 
capped by lack of shipping facilities. 

“Some delays in shipping camphor to 
the United States and other consuming 
countries must of fiecessity occur, im con- 
sequence of the enormously curtailed ship- 
ping accommodations in Japan,” said the 
head of the crude camphor department of 
Mitsui & Co. to a representative of. the 
Reporter last week. “It is not the fault 
f the Japanese Government monopoly 
that the gum is not being sent out to its 
customers more rapidly. The monopoly is 
trying its best to ship the goods on time 
and is not attempting to injure the busi- 
ness of the American refiners or any other 
consumers. On the contrary, it is de- 
sirous of aiding them im every way con- 
ceivable under the circumstances. 

“It is no longer possible to ship the 
camphor from Formosan ports, because 
there are no ships there with freight 
space not already contracted for. Tea 
cargoes are now —- almost all the 
room in these ships, and camphor cannot 
be shipped in the same ships with tea. 
It has become necessary of late, there- 
fore, to send the camphor from Formosz 


through the port of Keelong, on that 
island, to the mainland of Nippon, and 


from Kobe to the United States and other 
consuming countries. At Kobe many dif- 
ticulties are being encountered in attempt- 
ing to secure sufficient freight room. 

“Some American consumers may have 
been held up on deliveries of their goods 
recently, but I understand that all the 
leading refiners of the gum, for technical 
and medicinal commodities, are receiving 
all they have contracted for. Last year’s 
shipments of crude camphor were much 
greater than those for the two previous 
years, and it is only of late that delays 
have again occurred in making the ship- 
ments. It is hoped that these will be of 
a purely temporary character and _ will 
soon be relieved. As the demand from 
Europe has fallen to very small propor- 
tions, the Japanese Government monopoly 
has been able to release more gum for the 
United States, as it has always tried to 
ship as much as possible to American re- 
finers.”’ 


World’s Salesmanship Congress Asks 
President to Speak. 


To insure the attendance of President 
Wilson to deliver the opening address at 
the World’s Salesmanship Congress, to 
be held in Detroit, July 9, 10, 11, 12 and 13, 
Harry W. Ford, president of the Saxon 
Motor Company and vice-chairman of 
the Program Committee of the congress, is 
in Washington with a giant petition from 
5,000 of Detroit’s leading business men. 

President Wilson already has expressed 
his willingness formally to open the con- 
gress, but the salesmen are not leaving 
anything undone that will help to make 
the presence of the President at the con- 
gress a certainty. . 

The petition is handsomely bound in 
morocco and embossed in gold, It is said 
to be one of the finest memorials of its 
kind received at the White House during 
the present administration.

Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Noon, April 29, 1916. 
Reports of increased activity in the 


majority of crude fields, with the de- 
velopment of a number of creditable 
producers, indicate increased produc- 


tion of crude to meet the demands of 
refineries for motor fuel and gasoline. 
The situation in regard to refined prod- 
ucts lacked new features, the domestic 
demand for naphthas and gasoline re- 
maining firm. 

According to the tax returns to the 
State Board of Equalization the output 
of oil in 1915 in the Wyoming fields 
totaled barrels, with a valua- 
tion of $2,527,424.40. The largest pro- 
duction of the year was made by the 
Wyoming Oil Fields Company, with a 
total of 1,205,844 barrels, valued at 
$703,506.40. The Midwest Oil Company, 
with a production of 1,072,076 barrels, 
valued at $643,245.60, was next best in 
the list of producers. The returns were 
made from thirty companies. 

For the first time in years the March 
returns of Kentucky production show 
that the Wayne county field has been 
outstripped by Estill county, the to- 
tals being 15,970.40 barrels, as against 
17,530.13 barrels. The total March runs 
from all Kentucky districts for March 
were 44,309 barrels, a daily average of 
1,476 barrels. 

According to reports from Tampico the 
shipments of crude oil, prepared fuel 
and topping’ plant runs from Tampico 
and Tuxpam during March showed an 
increase over similar shipments during 
February of 367,340 barrels, the aggre- 
gate total being 2,354,247 barrels, of 
which 1,676,644 barrels were consigned 
to American ports. Mexican coastwise 
ports took 465,922 barrels, while the 
South American consignments totaled 
211,681 barrels, 

According to figures given out by 
the California Mining Bureau the oil 
production of the Sunset State for 1915 
totaled 88,240,620 barrels, more than 
one-half of this total being produced 
by the smaller concerns, which, in 
most cases, sold at the well. Of the 
remainder 33 per cent. was produced 
by five large companies and 16 per cent. 
by railroad and other companies using 
the output for their own consumption. 


The absorbing topic of discussion 
this week in oil circles has been the 
formation of the new $50,000,000 Sin- 


clair merger as the Sinclair Oil and Re- 
fining Company, Which starts with an 
approximate daily production of 16,000 


barrels, more than 300 miles of pipe 
lines, 275 filling stations and nearly 


1,000 tank cars, and one of the largest 
single productions of crude in the mid- 
continent field. The new company 
takes over several million barrels of 
crude oil now held in stock, about 10,- 
000,000 gallons of gasoline and as much, 
if not more, kerosene. It is stated that 
the physical assets of the new concern 
will aggregate more than $55,000,000. 
An all-around gain in development 


work and production is reported from 
the high-grade petroleum fields east of 
the Mississippi River, despite the sky- 
rocket prices for glycerine, pipes, cas- 
ing and other well supplies. There isa 
drilling revival in the high-grade fields 
of Kentucky, Illinois, Indiana and 
Northwestern Ohio, and the drill is also 
being rushed in Oklahoma, Texas, 
Kansas, Louisiana and Wyoming. In 
the latter field there is more new work 
at the present time than ever before 
in the history of the field. Kansas and 
Oklahoma are “oil mad,” according to 
the writer of our Eastern review, and 
properties are being sold at enormous 
prices. The flotation of the bonds of 
the new Sinclair $50,000,000 merger and 
the purchase of many hundreds of 
acres of producing oil property by this 
new concern have brought the Okla- 
homa field into newspaper prominence. 

California is rapidly approaching the 
boom stage, with a report of more new 
wells drilled the past week than during 
any week so far this year. The State 
Mining Bureau is taking steps to pre- 
vent hasty drilling, but the largest fac- 
tor in restricting drilling is the cost of 
iron material, the prices of which are 
advancing rapidly. 


Two actions by the government in- 
volving supposed oil lands in Kern 
county have been filed in California 


against several companies, notably the 
Rock Oil Company, General Petroleum 
Company, Standard Oil Company, 
Stockton Midway Oil Company, Chero- 
kee Development Company and others, 
the usual claim being put forward that 
the land had been withdrawn by exec- 


utive proclamation of September 27, 
1909. 
Allen county, Kentucky, has pro- 


duced the largest producer of the week 
in the Kentucky-Tennessee field, a 175- 
barrel gusher being drilled about five 
miles from Scottsville. A virgin dis- 
trict was opened up by this new strike, 
and the result was the usual in-rush of 
would-be leasers. Barbourville oper- 
ators have secured 10,000 acres half a 
mile from the new strike, and will put 
rigs in commission at once. There is 
talk of constructing a pipe line from 
the main Allen county developments 
near Scottsville to Nashville, Tenn., as 
most of Allen county’s production is 
now shipped in tank cars. Bstill coun- 
ty still holds the banner in upper Ken- 
tucky, with eight new wells reported 
for the week, two yielding more than 
100 barrels each. Twenty new ven- 
tures will be started in Powell county 
before the end of the month. 

Recent drilling operations in the Au- 
gusta and Eldorado pools, in Butler 
county, Kansas, show the best results 
recently found in that State, although 
some excellent wells have been ob- 
tained outside these districts. There is 
a lively field devlopment reported all 
over Oklahoma, and the output of the 
Cushing field is about 340,000 barrels a 
day, as compared with 400,000 barrels

began, it is now about $2.40, an idea 
can be gained of the problems con- 
fronting large shippers. Trading in 
illuminating oils has been quiet, lubri- 
cants hold about the same _ position, 
while there has been no quotable 
change in crude. ; 

It is now quite generally held _in 
the trade that another lift in price 
of either gasoline or crude is improb- 
able. at least before mid-summer. 
Crude oil is easier in some sections, 
less premiums are demanded, and this 
should have a deterrent effect should 
such price increase be considered. It 
seems to be the disposition of the 
leading refiners to hold the market in 
eheck. : 

That the profits of oil refining and 
producing companies are limited only 
by their producing capacity and trans- 
portation facilities is the statement 
made this week by the president of a 
large refining company, who has just 
returned to Baltimore from his West- 
ern plant. “I spent the week observ- 
ing first-hand conditions in the fields 
of Oklahoma,” he declared. “Every 
refinery in the Middle West is being 
operated at capacity and cannot sup- 
ply the demand.” 

There is a lull at present in re- 
ports from Washington, following the 
preliminary report of the Federal 
Trades Commission. One new bill has 
been introduced in the House, how- 
ever, which would authorize the direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Mines to collect 
and publish statistics on the produc- 
tion, manufacture and marketing of 
crude’ petroleum. Statistics hereto- 
fore have covered merely the produc- 
tion and the number of wells drilled. 

There were no charter engagements 
this week from New York, the only two 
reported being the following: British 
steamer Querida, 7,500 barrels of re- 
fined, Philadelphia to the United King- 
dom (prompt); and the schooner Edith 
S. Cummins, 3,300 barrels of refined, 
Philadelphia to Rotterdam, $11 (May). 

Illuminating clearances from New 
York during the past week totaled 3,- 
049,875 gallons, as compared with 5,516,- 
795 gallons during the previous week. 
The total since January 1 aggregate 
some 98,526,315 gallons, as compared 
with 100,408,400 gallons for the same 
period last year. 

Naphtha clearances for the week to- 
taled 1,595,990 gallons, as comparing 
with 5,516,795 gallons last week. Ship- 
ments of gasoline aggregated 42,475 gal- 
lons, comparing with 31,760 gallons of 
the previous week. 


Lubricating Oils. 


The market conditions were about 
unchanged. Contract deliveries were 
fairly large, both in an export and do- 
mestic way, with the result that spot 
offerings were limited. New business 
was seasonably active. With crude oil 
steady, especially the higher grades, 
the undertone of the market was 
strong in all quarters, and prices were 
more or less nominal. Most of the 
business going through is being booked 
at private terms.

The Union Oil Company Case. 


Nothing startling so far has been disclosed 
in the suit invoiving the Union Oil Com- 
pauy, in which tne plaintiffs cali for a 
dissolution of the holding companies. One 
or two minor decisions have been gained by 
the plaintiffs, but on the whole tney are 
experiencing pretty rough going in attempt- 
ing to prove that the Stewarts interests 
were maintained for their own personal pen- 
efit and not for that of the company gen- 
erally. The plaintiff made a big point 
about the fact that early in the history of 
the company the Stewarts opposed the in- 
vasion of Kastern capital, which proved to 
be the Standard Oil Company, into the af- 
fuirs of the Union. The defendant frankly 
admittec this as a fact and claimed it was 
vne of the wisest acts of the company, for 
at that time it was flourishing and would 
have proven a prize had the Standard +e- 
eured control, 

The annual stockholders’ meeting of the 
Union Oil Company, which was scheduled to 


take place April 20, was not held, The 
meeting was objected to by the _ plaintitf 
and the defendant fell right into line with 


Regarding this the attorneys 
representing the Stewart interests entered 
into the following stipulation: 

For the purpose of expediting the fina! de- 
cision of this case upon its merits and 
avoiding the delay and the burden imposed 
upon the court by a consideration of the 
application for preliminary injunction, as 
attorneys for the Union Provident Company 
und United Petroleum Company, we give to 
the court our assurance that, pending the 
decision by this court upon the merits of 
this action, the shares of the capital stock 
of the Union Oil Company now held by 
United Petroleum and Union Provident 
Company, respectively, shall not be repre- 
sented or voted at any meeting of the 
stockhoiders of the Union Oil Company for 
the election of directors, unless the court 
shall theretofore have relieved us of this 
assurance or promise. 

Attorney Francis J. Henry, representing 
the plaintiff, alleged during one of his ar- 
guments that the control of the Union Oil 
Company was maintained by a “dummy” 
board There was a concert of action, he 
declared, because the directors were either 
employes of the Union Oil Company, sub- 
ject to discharge of the instigation of the 
Stewarts, or men engaged in some business 
by and through which they were personally 
profiting by transactions with the Union 
Oil Company, “which transactions could 
only be put through by the aid of Mr. Ly-

man Stewart.”” The plaintif made no di- 
rect charges, but intimated very strongly 
the persons they kad in mind, who were 
concerned, so it was regarded as nothing 


more or less than an intimation. 

To date the following allegations have at- 
tempted to be proved by the testimony of 
the plaintiff:— 

1. That Lyman Stewart, as representing 
the combined interests of the Stewart fam- 
ily, had controlled and dominated the Union 
Oil Company from the time of its organiza- 
tion down to the present time. 

2. That the purpose of the organization 
of the United Petroleum Company in 1899 
and the Union Provident Company in 1905, 
and the purpose of these holding concerns, 
being maintained, was and is to keep the 
control of the corporation from. getting 
into other hands, and, second, to enable the 
Stewart family to get a higher price for 
their stock than could be realized by other 
stockholders by reason of the fact that the 
Stewart holdings carry control. 

One week and a half has already been 
consumed in attempting to prove these al- 
legations and it is expected that evidence 
will be forthcoming for two weeks more on 
the case. 

The Union Oil Company has just issued 
a circular letter to its stockholders cover- 
ing the first quarter of the year 1916, which 
shows the company to be on a very healthy 
basis, financially. Its oil properties are con- 
ceded to be among the very best in the 
State. The report would seem to indicate 
that the present system of management has 


been successful in that the protit increase 
for the first three months in 1916 is a 
$650,000 increase above the like period in 
1915. Salient features of the letter follow:— 
Profits earned from all operations, after 
deducting general expenses, taxes and in- 


terest charges, for the three months, will 
be approximately $1,700,000, an increase of 
$650,000 over the March quarter of 1915,

EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., April 28, 1916. 


A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and Tennes- 
see, for the week shows a nice all around gain 
in development work and production, which is 
encouraging to the average oil man who takes 
the chances of getting a paying investment 
from drilling operations, The game is a haz- 
ardous one at this time, although the prices 
of crude oil are far better than for years, for 
all material used in the oil country has gone 
almost out of sight in price. Glycerine is more 
than double the old price, and pipe, casing, 
drilling cable, rig irons, and, in fact, most 
everything has taken a long jump. Wholesale 
supply companies have served notice that there 
is only a limited stock of materials available, 
owing to the activity of the manufacturers 
in special war work It is possible that the 
high price of oil will overcome the advance 
in cost of needed materials, and the forecast 
revival in the oil fields materialize. Oil men 
say that if the cost price of crude oil at 
the wells keeps pace with the cost advancing 
of materials, the situation will look more en- 
couraging. It cost nearly double the price of 
drilling at this time than it did two years ago. 

The oil trade is going ahead with prospec- 
tive work and will continue as long as they 
have the price to drill a well, regardless of 
prices of material, and will depend upon the 
production of the wells to see them out. There 
is a drilling revival in the high grade fields, 
especially in Kentucky, Illinois, Indiana and 
Northwestern Ohio, while in Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia and Southern New York, weath- 
er conditions have been such that work could 
not be done in the flelds to an advantage. 

In Oklahoma, Texas, Kansas, Louisiana and 
in Wyoming the drill is being rushed and good 
results are being obtained. The weather con- 
ditions in those States are better than in the 
more Eastern fields at this time. In Wyom- 
ing there is more new work under way just 
now than ever in the history of the develop- 
ment’ of that Stat¢, and better wells are _be- 
ing found than ever before and at more shal- 
low depths, as well as at greater depths. Kan- 
has and Oklahoma are oil mad and properties 
are being sold at enormous prices, 


Some Late Deatis in Oil. 


Company has just closed 
for the holdings of the Beaver Oil 
and Gas Company, in the Bald Hill field, in 
Okmulgee county, Oklahoma, consisting of 440 
acres in leases known as the Nelson, Williams 
and Jefferson leases, with a production of 750 
barrels a day, for a consideration of $750,000. 
This same company also purchased the Ard- 
homa Oil Company's holdings in the Healdton 
field, in the same State, for a reported price 
of $750,000. This is the property recently 
taken over by ex-Governor Charles N. Haskell. 
The lease is of 120 acres, with 24 producing 
wells and a production of 1,600 barrels a day. 
This property stands the sellers a total of 
$144,000, showing a neat profit within less 
than three years. 

The McMan Oil Company has purchased 
leases on 1,200 acres located in the Augusta, 
Kan., field, of the Manufacturers’ Oil and Gas 
Company, for a consideration of $300,000. This 
is the second deal made by this company in 
that field. 

It has been announced that 
Company has bought the San Isidic tract of 
40,000 acres of oil property in Southern Mex- 
ico, for a consideration of $300,000. ‘This tract 
adjoins tested oil lands of the Penn-Mex Fuel 
Company and is in a locality said to contain 
some of the richest oil deposits in Mexico. 

The Alkali Buttes Oil Company, of Riverton, 
Wyoming, has capital of $1,000,000 and will 
test out large holdings of the company on Al- 
kali Buttes. Lee Champion, Horace N. Haw- 
kins and Walter Sanderson are at the head of 
the new concern. 

The Utah Petroleum Company, 
corporated under a Delaware 
capital of $1,000,000, will test the lands of 
Utah for oil and gas on a large scale, and 
will possibly work the shales of that State 
which are known to be rich in gasoline prod- 
ucts. 

In Clay county, West Virginia, the United 
Fuel Gas Company has purchased the holdings 
of the Davenport Oil and Gas Company, con- 
sisting of a large acreage and a large number 
of small stripping wells, the production being 
close to 100 barrels a day, for a consideration 
of $230,000. 

Thomas J. Ryan, of New York, through his 
representatives, W. R. Weeks, W. S. Adams, 
Cc. H. and I. E, Segur and Fenimore Chatter- 
ton, secured about 2,000 acres of leases in the 
Pilot Butte field, about 25 miles from River- 
ton, Wyo., and three drilling machines have 
been shipped to the new field where work will 
be kept up until the entire acreage is thor- 
oughly tested. This new field on Pilot Dome 
was located a couple of years ago by State 
Geologist L. W. Trumbull, of Wyoming. 

The oil production of Wyoming for 1915 
amounted in round numbers to 4,212,374 bar- 
rels, and is listed on the tax duplicate of 
Wyoming at 60 cents per barrel, amounting to 
2,527,424.40.

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KENTUCKY-TENNESSEE. 
Ky., April 26, 
near the Tennessee line, fur- 
producer of the week, as 
well as the most prolific producer yet drilled 
in that county, when a gusher yielding 175 
barrels daily was drilled ahead of: production, 
about five miles from Scottsville. A virgin 
district is opened by the new strike, the usual 
inrush of lease-takers following. Leases are 
pretty scarce and fancy prices are commanded 
by available territory. The new strike was 
made at about 500 feet. Barbourville opera- 
tors have secured 10,000 acres half a mile from 
the new strike, and will put three rigs in com- 
mission at once. Other new production devel- 
oped in Allen county for the week was limited 
to two pumpers, located in the Rhoda pool. 

There is talk of establishing a pipe line from 
the main llen county developments, near 
Scottsville, to Nashville, Tenn. Most of Allen 
ecounty’s production is shipped to that city in 
tank cars, the distance from trunk pipe lines 
entering Kentucky being too great to warrant 
an extension just now. Operators are realizing 
$1.72 per barrel for their production, delivered 
on tank cars, this price being under the pre- 
vailing quotation of other Kentucky crude. 
Many new wells are starting in Allen county, 
the greater number of new wells being in ad- 
vance of the proven spots. Prospects are very 
good for new extensions. Several producers 
have been drilled in the adjoining county of 
Barren, ranging in capacity from ten to fifteen 
barrels. 

Estill county 
tion in Upper Kentucky, 
reported for the week, two yielding in excess 
of 100 barrels each. Last week’s runs, total 
ing 7,200 barrels, constitutes a record. Just 
now the deplorable condition of Estill county 
highways presents the only obstacle to a rapid 
widening of the drilling forces. Operators re- 
turning from the field report that the roads 
have no bottom, and it is almost impossible 
to move machinery. Operators in search of 
new territory have met with little success, 
everything being taken up, and the majority 
of those who are still entering the fleld are 
taking chances of purely wildcat territory 
Just now Powell county seems to have the 
call, with practically everything leased up 
Some good wells have been drilled in Powell 
county, and it is likely that a distinct field 
will be proved, Twenty new ventures will be 
started in Powell county before the end of 
this month. Advance work in the lower end 
of Madison county, near the Estill flelds, has 
been without result thus far. Near Berea sev- 
eral tests are going down. Clark county, an- 
other contiguous field, is witnessing some test 
drilling. 

One result of the rush to new shallow sand 
fields of Kentucky is a lack of interest in deep 
sand operations, there being little picking up 
in new work in the deep sand districts of 
Wolfe, Morgan, Lawrence and other districts 
of Northeastern Kentucky. Outside a small 
pumper in Lawrence county, no late comple- 
tions have been returned by the deep sand 
districts. 

Wayne continues the active county of South- 
eastern Kentucky, with small producers being 
brought in each week. Late strikes are three 
in number, the best making ten barrels. The 
only inducement offered by the proven spots is 
in the practical certainty of landing a pro- 
ducer of some size. Continuous pumping for 
fifteen years kills hopes of large producers 
within the defined areas. However, Wayne 
county for many years has furnished the bulk 
of Kentucky production, and the wells in that 
field promise to maintain many more years of 
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Allen county,

Operators returning from Tennessee are 
counting upon that State to figure to a greater 
extent in test drilling this year than formerly. 
About one dozen counties have been lined up 
for leasing, no region that furnishes any pos- 
sibility of yielding petroleum being overlooked 
at this time of high prices and scarcity of 
territory. Just now Scott county is the only 
active district of Tennessee, a pool of limited 
extent near Oneida showing some good wells. 
Chances of large pools are not regarded as 
very good, but conditions favor the develop- 
ment of many scattered small pools. It is 
said that Pickett, Fentriss and Overton coun- 
ties will be tested out this summer, while in 
the western end of the State some territory will 
be tried out, 


MID-CONTINENT FIELDS. 


Kansas City, April 25, 1916. 

The absorbing topic of discussion this week 
is the H. F. Sinclair merger. Sinclair is the 
man who first tanked oil in large quantities in 
the mid-continent field. Up to that time in- 
dividual operators never assumed to venture 
upon such an enterprise. White & Sinclair 
drilled in a lot of big wells in the Flat Rock 
pool, north of Tulsa, and had no market for 
the disposal of their oil. So they began build- 
ing iron tanks, and people shook their heads, 
pitied them and said they would go broke. 
Finally they sold the wells and the oil and 
made money. From that day to this they have 
never hesitated to build big storage tanks 
when they had more oil then they could sell. 
When Cushing came in they built 55,000-barrel 
tanks by the score, and as fast as men could 
be found to do the work. They made millions 
doing it, 

Recently White & Sinclair dissolved partner- 
ship. They had just sold all their big holdings. 
When Sinclair was asked if he were going to 
retire from the game, he replied:—‘'No; I've 
just begun.’’ Sinclair felt that it had been 
his genius which had built up the name of 
White & Sinclair, and he was determined to 
prove it. He started to build up another big 
oil production. Almost in a night he was 
again in the vortex of another gusher pool 
south of Cushing, and with his characteristic 
vim he started fourteen wells simultaneous'y. 

Then he began looking around for something 
that was new and big, and something that 
would stagger any other independent operator. 
The gasoline situation interested him. The 
growing demand for motor fuel convinced him 
there was a dependable future to the business. 
He made a few inquiries and made up his 
mind. Then he moved—in fact, he ‘‘took’’ a 
fast train to New York, surrounded himself 
with a bunch of capitalists in Gotham who are 
in the habit of turning big deals, and after 
four days of ‘‘figgerin’’’ they had decided to 
put over a big producing and refining merger, 
and for that purpose proposed to raise $40,- 
000,000. When the subscriptions were footed 
it was found they had about $6.000,000 too 
much, as it was with some difficulty the va- 
rious subscriptions were scaled down accept- 
ably to all concerned 

Options were secured upon 
of the Milliken Refining 
Vinita, Okla., the Cudahy Refining Company, 
Coffeyville, Kan., and the Chanute Refining 
Company, Chanute, Kan., and Cushing, Okla. 
Sinclair listed his producing properties for the 
merger and took in several other properties. 
and at prices at which he could have sold 
them all to other refiners in the field. It is 
the common talk among oil people that all of 
the refining properties were reasonably pur- 
chased. The price paid for the Chanute Re- 
fining Company, which has been one of the 
conspicuous successes of the field for the past 
eight years, was $3,000,000. After the in- 
ventory was taken Messrs. Braley and Marcell 
discovered they had priced their plant too low. 
The purchase was exceptionally favorable to 
the new company. The same may be said to 
a large degree of the Milliken purchase. The 
price of this was $9,500,000. It is well worth 
it, when the fifty miles of pipe line to Cush- 
ing and the fine daily production of the com- 
pany is taken into consideration. The com- 
pany is said to have about 3,000 barrels a day 
production The price paid for the Cudahy 
plant is reported to have been $6,000,000. The 
new company has options on several other big 
and successful refineries in the fleld, but ft is 
not known whether it will exercise them or 
not. It is believed the options will not be 
permitted to lapse as the properties are well 
worth the price asked and are exceptionally 
attractive 

These three refineries will give the Sinclair 
Oil and Refining Company immediately a 
standing of importance in the refining world. 
The combined daily crude run of these plants 
is approximately 16,000 barrels. The Chanute 
Refining Company runs about 5,000 barrels, 
Cudahy 3.000 barrels and “Milliken about 8.000 
barrels. The Jatter plant is being increased by 
the additions of eight new stills, which wil? 
give the refinery in a few weeks a daily run 
of 12,000 barrels. The Milliken refinery has a 
lubricating plant in connection, as has also the 
Cudahy ! but the two Chanute refin- 
eries do not make lubricants. The Chanute 
and Cudahy companies own many distributing 
stations, the former doing the largest business 
in the State of Kansas, except for the Stand- 
ard Oil Company Its inspection fees alone 
last year amounted to approximately $25,000 
in that State. The Cudahy Company is the 
second largest independent marketer in Kan- 
sas It is one of the oldest big independent 
refining concerns in the United States. The 
Milliken Company has not marketed its prod- 
ucts through its own agencies, but has disposed 
of its output through big jobbers. It is under- 
stood the Sinclair Oil and Refining Company 
will create an extensive marketing branch and 
will produce, manufacture and market all its 
own products. It aims eventually to be the 
largest concern of its kind outside of the 
Standard Oi] Company. It will start out with 
one of the largest single productions of crude 
in the mid-continent field, over 300 miles of 
pipe lines, 275 filling stations and more than 
950 tank cars. 

The capitalization of the new company is 
$50,000,000. The stock of the concerns is in 
bank escrow and the money is to be paid over 
this week, Thursday, April 27, and the trans- 
fer is to be made May 1. It looks as if this 
program will be carried out, and if it is it 
will be the quickest big deal ever put over in 
this field, and possibly in any field. The proj- 
ect was first conceived only a few weeks ago. 

The new company will take over the crude 
oll held in storage by the present owners and 
amounting to several million barrels; it will 
also take over about 10,000,000 gallons of gas- 
oline now in stock and as much or more kero- 
sene, and will be in fine shape to enter the 
big summer demand for gasoline. Refiners 
usually store vast quantities of gasoline in 
winter for the summer rush, but the Western 
refiner had ne opportunity to do so until the 
past few weeks. It must be understood the 
refining capacity of independent plants.in the 
mid-continent field the past year has about 
doubled to meet demands. In March, 1916, the 
State of Kansas consumed 71,881 barrels of 
gasoline, against 23,766 barrels in March, 1915, 
a gain of 48,115 barrels, or 202.45 per cent. 
Tt Is understood the men in. charge of the va- 
rious plants will remain in their respective 
positions at least until the new organization 
can be whipped into working order.

and still another near the post office of Daisy, 
in township 5 range 26. 

Down at Stillwater, Armstrong and others 
are drilling a wildeat test on the F. M. Hall 
farm in 10-19-3, which is now down about 1,600 
feet, and drilling is temporarily suspended 
awaiting the arrival of a 12-inch under- 
reamer to set the casing for deeper drilling. 

A big gas well has been drilled in by the 
Mid-continent Petroleum Company in its test 
in 22-23-2 W., near the town of Billings, Okla.

The Argue brothers, 
of whom there were three or four, all 
stalwart six-footers and men of unim- 
peachable character, have been prominent 
in oil for a third of a century. 

H. F. Sinclair got a 250-barrel well 
Layton sand when drilling his No. 1 on the 
Bruner in 32-17-7, South Cushing. But he 
was not drilling for tuis sand and so cased 
the Layton sand off and continued drilling 
to the Bartlesville formation where he ex- 
pects to get big wells. It is quite safe to 
say after awhile there will be a return- 
ing to a lot of Layton sand locations after 
the deeper sand has been exhausted in this 
district.

Santeramo, for London, with 12,500 gal- 
lons of lubricating oil. 

The quoting of the highest possible rates 
for carrying of oil to foreign 
ports has attracted a large fleet of steam- 
and schooners to this port. The new 
schooner Charles D. Loveland is reported 
to be receiving $8 a barrel for carrying

Washington, April 29, 1916. 
No hope is entertained in government 
circles in Washington of any immediate 
success in the matter of bringing any part 
of the 15,000 tons of German dyestuffs of- 
fered by the German Ambassador, Count 

von Bernstorff, into the United States. 

The situation is so complicated by the 
conditions surrounding the war areas, and 
by the controversy between the British 
kmpire and Germany over the blockade 
of German ports and the naval operations 
it. British and German waters, that there 
is little or no prospect that any settle- 
ment will be upon a basis satisfactory to 
American dyestuffs consumers. 

In fact, it is even asserted in Washing- 
ton that the German Government had 
either one or two objects in view in mak- 
ing the offer to allow the exportation of 
such a quantity as 15,000 tons of dyes for 
use in this country—merely stipulating in 
return that such dyes should mot be re- 
shipped to countries with which the Ger- 
nian Empire is at present at war. These 
objects are declared to be:— 

First. The discouragement of legislation 
in the United States calculated to develop 
a domestic dyestuffs industry. 

Second. To embarrass the British Gov- 
ernment and the framers of the proposi- 
tion worked out several months ago, 
whereby British permits were granted to 
American dyestuffs handlers to bring from 
Germany %,000,000 worth of such material. 

The so-called Republic Trading Cor- 
poration, representing importers of dye- 
stuffs, has shown no disposition as yet 
to take advantage of the original permits 
granted them by Great Britain. 

The British Government, in considering 
this new German proposition on the 15,000- 
ton basis—in response to queries from the 
State Department—has so far met the 
suggestion with the counter-suggestion 
that it will be time enough to accede to 
the movement of the 15,000 tons when the 
buyers in this country and the sellers in 
Germany have exhausted the terms of the 
first permit. In view of the fact that the 
$5,000,000 worth of dyes has not yet been 
n'oved—despite the time limit of June 1 
upon such shipments—there is little rea- 
sen to suppose that Great Britain will be 
favorably disposed toward any proposi- 
tion to allow the shipment of from $15,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000 worth of dyes, as pro- 
posed by Count von Bernstorff. 

In brief, there is little prospect of any 
dye famine relief from Germany under ex- 
isting conditions. 


Dyestuffs Production in United 


States as Shown by Census 


Summary. 
Washington, May 1, 1516 

An increase of approximately $5,000,000 
in the production of dyestuffs and ex- 
tracts from 199 to 1914 is shown in the 
summarization of the census returns, ac- 
cording to the census of manufactures for 
194. The number of establishments re- 
porting increased from 124 to 133 during 
the same period. The United States Cen- 
sus Bureau made public today the follow- 
ing data concerning the number of con- 
cerns reporting and the value of products, 
summing up the details as follows:— 

Returns were received from 133 estab- 
lishments engaged in the industry in 1914, 
with products valued at $21,341,122, includ- 
ing dyestuffs valued at $7,118,528, tanning 
materials valued at $7,840,057, mordants, 
assistants and sizes valued at $5,044,225, 
and other products to the value of $1,338,- 
312. At the 1% census returns were re- 
ceived from 124 establishments, with prod- 
ucts valued at $16,788,676, including dye- 
stuffs valued at $4,819,247, tanning mate- 
rials valued at $7,100,307, mordants, assist- 
ants and sizes valued at $3.276,801. and 
other products to the value of $1,572,721.

basic coal-tar crudes. The industry in- 
cluded 25 establishments im 1914, which 
manufactured artificial dyestuffs of min- 
eral or chemical origin, and of these, 16 
reported the manufacture of synthetic or 
coal-tar dyes and il the production of 
mineral colors or dyes. 

In connection with the foregoing state- 
ment concerning the output of coal-tar 
dyes in the United States, itshould be said 
that but little over one-half of the 
amount reported by various firms consist- 
ed of wares actually made in this coun- 
try from crude or semi-manufactured ma- 
terials, the remainder comprising essen- 
tially products obtained by the mixing or 
sancing of artificial colors of foreign ori- 
gin. 


Natural Dyestuffs Produced. 


The natural dyestuffs produced in 1914 
include 28,989,962 pounds of logwood ex- 
tract, valued at $1,311,966; 4,509,943 pounds 
of fustic extract, valued at $222,804; 3,844,- 
882 pounds of quercitron extract, valued at 
$112,945; extracts of other dyewoods and 
vegetable material—cutch, _ brazilwood, 
gambier, indigo, ete.—valued at $120,826, 
aud ground or chipped dyewoods, valued 
at $97,294. The production of logwood ex- 
tract shows an increase of 29.9 per cent. in 
quantity and 32.3 per cent. in value, as 
compared with 1909. 


Further details of the various establish- 
ments as summarized by the census bu- 
reau in this report says that the number 
of establishments repérting in 1914 was 
greater by 9 than the number in 1909, and 
durimg the same period the total value of 
products increased by $4,552,446, or 27.1 per 
cent. The increase in value of dyestuffs 
produced was $2,299,281, or 47.7 per cent.; 
of tanning materials, $719,750, or 10.1 per 
cent., and of mordants, assistants and 
sizes, $1,767,424, or 53.9 per cent. 


Of the total number of establishments 
reporting for 1914, 22 were engaged pri- 
marily in other industries and manufac- 
tures as by-products dyestuffs and ex- 
tracts—chiefly assistants and tanning ex- 
tracts—valued at $764,353. At the census 
of 1909, 17 such establishments reported 
similar by-products—chiefly assistants and 
dyestuffs—of the value of $834,102. 

It is to be noted that these statistics do 
not embrace the production of dyeing or 
tanning materials, mordants, assistants, 
ete., which were consumed in the estab- 
lishment where produced, but refer only 
to the output of establishments manufac- 
turing these products for sale, and of 
plants operated separately and apart from 
tanneries or dyehouses, although under 
the same ownership. 


12,169,635 Pounds of Coal-Tar Dyes. 


The dyestuffs as reported for 1914 in- 
clude natural dyestuffs valued at $1,865,835 
and artificial dyestuffs of the value of $%,- 
246,655, the latter comprising 12,169,635 
pounds of synthetic or coal-tar dyes val- 
ued at $4,652,947 and 4,991,336 pounds of 
mineral dyes valued at $599,746. Compara- 
ble therewith is an aggregate production 
in 1909 of 12,267,399 pounds of artificial dye- 
stuffs valued at $3,462,436. The increase 
for the five-year period, therefore, was 
39.6 per cent. in quantity and 61.5 per cent. 
in value. 

‘The establishments manufacturing tan- 
ning extracts and tanning materials in 
1914 were 17 in number. There was re- 
ported a production of 312,802,060 pounds 
of chestnut extract, valued at $3,867,943, 
and 8,036,738 pounds of oak extract, val- 
ued at $176,534, the combined product 
showing an increase of 37.1 per cent. in 
quantity and 12.2 per cent. in value in 
comparison with 1909.

Possible Use of Vegetable Dyes from 
India and Porto Rico to Meet 
Shortage. 


Since the outbreak of the war in Europe 
investigations have been carried on in 
India jointly by the Departments of In- 
dustries in Mysore and Madras with a 
view to determining to what extent the 
present shortage of synthetic dyes could 
be made good by reverting to the natural 


dyestuffs of vegetable origin that were 
formerly employed. The work has 
been carried out mainly in the labora- 


tories of the Applied Chemistry Depart- 

ment of the Indian Institute of Science. 
Dr. F. Marsden, the tinctorial expert of 

the Government of Madras, has reported 


recently to his government. The mate- 
rials dealt with in the investigation in- 
cluded chay root, nuna, ventilago bark, 
Rubia cordifolia, red sanders wood, sap- 
pan wood, cutch, divi-divi and tannin 
materials, annatto, kapila, lac and 


Wrightia tinctoria leaves. The paragraph 


of the report relating to amnatto is of 
special interest. Dr. Marsden says: 

The dye obtained from jabara seeds was 
tested upon bleached mercerized cotton, upon 


which it gives a pleasing rich orange shade. 
The method of dyeing is simple, consisting in 
working the yarn in a warm alkaline bath 
made by extracting the dye from the dried 
seeds with water and then adding a little car- 


bonate of soda or potash, The dyeing is fin- 
ished by giving a weak bath of acid and 
rinsing. 

It is generally assumed that the shades 


given by annatto aré not fast. but I find that 
the fastnesse properties are equal to those of 
many of the bright aniline dyes which have 
been so largely used here, and there is no 
reason why, if the shade is liked, the materia! 
should not find a more extended use upon silk 
and cotton materials, in which brightness of 
color is a consideration. 





Until the European war curtailed avail- 
able sources of dyestuffs the market for 
Porto Rican annatto was very limited. 
In the fiscal year 1913-1914 there was ex- 
ported 211,886 pounds, valued at $15,395. 
The influence of war conditions began to 
be apparent late in 1914, when exporta- 
tions rose ‘to 337,299 pounds, valued at 
$27,070. Since then the increase has been 
considerable in both quantity and price. 
Before the abnormal conditions annatto 
sold as low as $4 to $% per 100 pounds. At 
present it commands $13 to $15, according 
to quality. 

The supply is extensive. The advantage 
that buyers in the United States have 
over those of other countries producing 
this article results from free trade _ be- 
tween the United States and Porto Rico. 
The authorities of the island are anxious 
for dealers in the United States to know 
of Porto Rico as a source of supply. The 
tree grows wild. The collection of the 
seeds, which constitute the ‘“‘annatto” of 
commerce, affords employment and a 
source of income to country folk to whom 
any opportunity for earning money is a 
considerable boon. These seeds yield a 
yellow coloring matter which has been 
employed in dyeing silk, cotton and wool. 
The color is somewhat fugitive. There is 
a widespread use in coloring confection- 


ery, butter, cheese, sauces, varnishes, 
lacquers and the like. The local name 


is ‘‘achiote.”’ 

If the present profitable prices continue, 
it is probable that the shrub will be 
planted on a large scale. Bixa orellana 
bushes a year and a half old yield, it is 
stated, from one-half to 1 pound of an- 
natto. This amount increases as the 
plant becomes older. 


Argentina Company to Make Dye 
from Wood of Carob Tree. 


An Argentine joint stock company, with 
$425,000 authorized capital, has been or- 
ganized under the name "Compania Ar- 
gentina de Materias Colorantes,”’ to pro- 
duce dyes from the wooed of the carob 
tree, treated in accordance with a new 
process discovered and patented by Dr. 
Juan A. Dominguez, of Buenos Aires. 
The colors produced are khaki and fawn, 
and other colors obtained by combina- 
tion. A factory has been erected at 
Santa Fe, and manufacture is to begin 
immediately, under the direction of the 
Board of Directors, whose president is 
Esteban Baron. 





Logwood Shipments to Come Regu- 
larly to Baltimore. 


Baltimore, April 27, 1916. 
A new aspect to the dye problem is 
given by a return to older methods and 
the importation of cargoes of logwood and 
the manufacture from them of dye ex- 
tracts. Great quantities of dye material 
were formerly obtained from logwood and 


the present time is regarded as highly 
favorable for a restoration of the old 
business. 


The first cargo of logwood is expected 
to arrive here about May 10 on the steam- 
er Marie Olsen, and other shipments will 
follow at short intervals. The logwood 
will come from San Domingo. 

Arrangements for bringing the logwood 
shipments to Baltimore were made last 
week by Capt. W. S. Farnsworth, port 
captain of the Marden, Orth & Hastings 
Co., of New York, who came here and 
formed an agreement with Claridge & 
Woodall, a local firm of ship brokers, to 
handle the vessels. The shipments will 
come directly to the dock of the Young 
Company, the plant being located on deep 
water, amd the arrangements mean the 
bringing: of another valuable industry to 
Baltimore. 
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Lack of Labor Great Handicap in 
Obtaining Logwood from Yucatan. 
The Department of Commerce has on 


file the name of one firm with whom per- 
sons may correspond regarding the pur- 


chase of Yucatan logwood in quantities 
(refer to File 75,108), but information is 
also given that while there is plenty of 


logwood available the lack of labor makes 
its shipment difficult. 


170,000 Pounds of Dyestuffs from 
France Reached New York 
This Week. 


In view of the present condition of the 
dyestuffs market, particularly since it is 
now anticipated that “none of the 15,000 
tons of German product will penetrate the 
Allies’ lines, it is interesting to note 
that the arrivals of aniline color in New 
York from Bordeaux this week comprised 
540 casks, with an approximate weight of 
170,000 pounds. Of these imports 72 casks 
were en route to Boston, three to Cam- 
den, 15 to Detroit and 87 to Philadelphia, 
the balance, 353 parcels of aniline color, 
coming to New York city importers. 





Osage Oil Leases Held Up by Man- 
damus Petition in Washington 
.-.».4 Supreme Court. 


Washington, April 28, 1916. 
Papers have been filed in the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia asking 


for a mandamus against the Secretary of 


the Interior to prevent his approving 
Osage oil land leases. Pending the hear- 
ing, which is set for Thursday of this 


week, May 4, the Secretary of the Interior 
will refrain from approving any Osage oil 
land lease, and will await the decision of 
the court before so doing. 


Bidding at Auction Sale of Osage 
Oil Leases Disappoints Indians 
and Officials. 


Pawhuska, Okla., April 25, 1916. 

The sale of the Osage Indian oil land 
leases at the Indian agency here April 20 
was attended by a large gathering of rep- 
resentative oil men, and while the bidding 
wis spirited for the 108 tracts in the list 
of leases offered, Supt. J. George Wright, 
the representative of the Department of 
the Interior, was avowedly disappointed 
at the results_of the sale. 

Of the 1068 properties in the advertised 
list bid off 99 were Barnsdall properties, 
upon which Barnsdall interests made no 
special effort to bid in the leases. The 
production of the tracts sold represented 
about 4,700 barrels a day, and the total 
amount bid was $2,939,140. The biggest 
single purchase was that of Tract No. 56, 
which was obtained by Nelson K 
Moody, representing the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company, with a bid of $500,000. To 
this price is added $45,000 for equipment. 
The production of this tract is 1,000 bar- 
rels a day. 

Among the bidders were the Prairie Oil 
and Gas Company, the Sinclair Oil Com- 
pany, Winona Oil Company, Oklahoma Oil 
Company, F. A. Gillespie, A. H. West and 
Gunsburg & Forman. 

The lands thus sold are those held by 
lessees in excess of the 4,800 acrage limita- 
tion made by the Department of the In- 
terior. 





How the Oil Lands Came to Be Auc- 
tioned Off by the Government. 


On March 16, 189, the original contract 
covering these Indian oil lands was made 
between the Osage tribe and Edwin B. 
Foster, the lease to terminate on March 
1€, 1916. Under the contract privilege was 
given the sub-lessees to select from their 
holdings an amount of acreage not to ex- 
ceed 4,500 acres in quarter-section units, or 
in fractional parts, except such quarter- 
sections as contained wells averaging 25 
barrels or more a day July 1, 1915. Under 
the lease these sub-leases were to be re- 
leased on March 16 of this year to the 
Indians, together with all other properties 
held by the sub-lessees in excess of the 
individual 4,800 acres allowed, but with the 
proviso that the operator was to be paid 
for his equipment... It was further pro- 
vided that each sub-lessee could bid in 
such producing units as he thus released 
to the tribe, and that these units if thus 
bid in would not be considered a part of 
the total limit of acreage. A further act, 
passed in 196, provided that oil, gas and 
minerals were reserved for the Osage 
tribe for twenty-five years from that date, 
or Aprii, 1931. 

By an act of March 3, 1905, the terms of 
the lease were 


extended to cover some 
680,000 acres, and these were the leases 
that came into the possession of T. N. 


Barnsdall and numerous sub-lessees, who, 
as already stated, made no special effort 


to bid in the property, and, in conse- 
quence, met with considerable financial 
losses. 

The new leases, the signing of which 


by the Secretary of the Interior has now 
been held up in the courts, require that 
a well be drilled in each quarter section 
not producing oil on March 16 of this year, 
within one year; and that this shall be 
drilled to the Mississippi lime unless a 
paying well be obtained at a less depth. 
If not drilled then a rental of one dollar 
an acre a year shall be paid umtil the 
well is completed. The royalty clause 
provides for one-sixth royalty, except for 
wells averaging 100 barrels or more, when 
it shall be one-fifth. 
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New Nitrate Concessions in Chile. 


_The Government of Chile has leased for 
five years to the Chilean Nitrate and 
Railway Company (Ltd.) certain land in 
the port of Tocopilla for the development 
of nitrate business.

Pomerene Bill-of-Lading Bill Opposed 
° 
in Its Present Form. 
Washington, April 28, 1916. 

That the Pomerene bill-of-lading meas- 
ure, which has passed the Senate, would 
impose too heavy an expenditure upon the 
railroads, and would so burden the car- 
riers as to make the proposed law practi- 
cally inoperative, is the position advanced 
by members of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The result is that the meas- 
ure is not expected to pass the House in 
its present form, if at all. Representatives 
of shipping organizations and bankers are 
anxious that a  bill-of-lading measure 
shall be passed which will make all bills 
of lading commercial paper, backed by the 
commodities they represent, and guaran- 
teed by the carriers which transport such 
commodities. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission points out that the cost of 
such guarantees is certain to impose an 
enormous expense upon the railroads, 
through cost of bonds, etc. The commis- 
sion for more than two years has been en- 
deavoring to reach an agreement with 
railroad representatives as to a uniform 
bill of lading which shall meet the re-

Baugh-Davison Chemical Company’s 
Suit Begun at Baltimore. 


Baltimore, April 27, 1916. 

The trial of the suit for more than 
$70,000 damages which the Baugh Chemical 
Company of this city brought against the 
Davison Chemical Company, manufac- 
turers of sulphurie acid, also of Balti- 
more, breach of contract in supplying acid 
being alleged and specific performance of 


contract asked, began last Tuesday in 
Circuit Court No. 2 before Judge Bond. 
W. Irvine Cross, of counsel for the Baugh 


Company, combatted the Davison Com- 
pany’s contention that temporary suspen- 
sion of the terms of the contract was 
justified. 

The comtract, it is claimed, called for 
the delivery by the Davison Company of 
acid in quantities of from 30,000 to 50,000 
tons a year at the rate of %.75 per ton, 
and was entered into April 28, 1913, for a 
period of five years. The deliveries, it is 
asserted, became irregular about May, 
i915. A compromise arrangement was 
sought to be effected, but this failed, Mr. 
Cross asserted.

on the reorganization 
Davison Company last fall, coun- 
to show that, in spite of the 
inability of the defendants to meet their 
contract with the Baugh Company, they 
planned to organize and effected a reor- 
ganization of the concern, and sent out 
circulars calling attention to its splendid 
plant and equipment. ‘‘We expect to show 
that it is one of the most modern and up- 
to-date plants in the world,’’ Mr. Cross 
said. 

Charles McHenry Howard, representing 
the defendants, admitted the default on 
tiie contract, but claimed that because of 
certain unexpected conditions the Davison 


of 


Company was justified. He cited three 
causes which, he contended, warranted 
the breach, making the point, however, 


that the suspension by the Davison Com- 
pany of the terms of the contract was 
ouly temporary. A contract with the du 
Pont Company, he said, by which the 
Davison Company supplied acid in con- 
sideration of the advance of money by 
the du Pont Company, enabling the Davi- 
son Company to enlarge its plant, was 
one of the causes. Others, he added, were 
the shortage of pyrites ore brought from 
Spain, from which the acids were de- 
rived, and the necessity of making certain 
changes in the plamt here to meet the 
existing exigencies, 

“The same causes that brought the ad- 
vance in acid cost,’’ he asserted, ‘“‘in- 
creased our difficulties in producing acids. 


There was a stringency in the acid mar- 
ket. We were forced to take substitutes 
and alter our plant, increasing the cost 


diminishing our output. 

only effect of the stock sale by 
the Davison Company,” he added, ‘‘was 
to put in $800,000 additional into the treas- 
ury, to be used in putting the plant into 
a position where in a short time it will 
have improved equipment and be able to 
bring its output up to the demand on 
its contracts. The difficulties are only 
temporary.” 

Wilbur Miller, president of the com- 
pany, was questioned at length in con- 
nection with its contract with the Baugh 
Company. Mr. Miller said he could not 
remember ever having suggested to the 
plaintiffs that they were not acting in 
good faith when they refused to accept 
acid on the strength of their claim that 
they were making repairs to their plant. 
He also declared that the Baugh Com- 
pany had been given more than its pro 
rata share of the diminished output of 
the Davison plant. 

Mr. Miller testified that in February of

“The 


last year, when the Baugh Company, ac- 
cording to its statement, refysed to re- 
ceive certain deliveries of acid on the 


ground that its plant was undergoing re- 
pairs, his company was compelled to dis- 
continue part of its producing machinery, 
which resulted in a loss to the defendant 
company. 





Crude Petroleum Production, Manufac- 
ture and Marketing Statistics Col- 
lection Urged in Congress. 


Representative Carter, of the Healdton 
district of Oklahoma, has introduced a bill 
known as House Bill No. 12994, authorizing 
the director of the Bureau of Mines to 
collect and publish statistics on the pro- 
duciion, manufacture and marketing of 
crude petroleum. Heretofore statistics 
have been published only touching pro- 
duction and number of wells drilled. The 
bill reads as follows:— 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, that the Director 
of the Bureau of Mines be, and he is hereby, 
authorized and directed to collect and publish 
statistics and data relating to the production, 
manufacture and marketing of crude petroleum 
and all its products, which statistics and data 
shall embrace specifically the number of wells 
drilled, location, log, production, total amount 
of products, accurate information concerning 
every well drilled for the purpose of developing 
petroleum in the United States, and any other 
information of benefit and value to oil produc- 
tion, all of which shall be for the general in- 
formation and use of the public.

Son, Ine., wholesale grocers of Baltimore, 
against the Welch Grape Juice Company,

In addition to the cordial support of the naval 
stores industry as developed at the naval stores 
sonference in March, 1914, the National Oil, 
Paint and Varnish Association, annual meeting, 
October, 1914, passed the following resolution:

The use of the new glass, together with bet- 
ter methods for matching, has made it possible 
to correct slight discrepancies in the types for 
some of the grades which the experience of 
the bureau and of rosin inspectors has devel- 
oped and to match more accurately the aver- 
age grade types used before the adoption of 
the glass types. 

At the invitation of the bureau, the Naval 
Stores Committee appointed by the Naval 
Conference held in Washington in 
March, 1914, designated the supervising in- 
Spector of naval stores of Georgia, the super- 
vising inspector of naval stores of Florida, 
the representatives of the inspectors on the 
Naval Stores Committee and the supervising 
inspector of the New York Produce Exchange 
as a committee to confer with the Bureau of 
Chemistry and pass upon the types. The com- 
mittee which met in Washington on February 
17, 1916 (the inspector of the New York Pro- 
duce Exchange, with whom the changes had 
been considered and who preferred the new 
types, Was unavoidably absent), made careful 
comparisons and unanimously approved the 
newer set of glass types. 

The 1916 glass types will include a type for 
grade D and also a type for an extra pale 
grade designated X or Extra. 

Owing to the continued difficulty of obtain- 
ing a large amount of suitable glass, it will 
be impossible to furnish the trade generally 
with giass types. Sets will, however, be placed 
in the hands of the State supervising naval 
stores inspectors and the Boards of Trade. As 
rapidly as the necessary material is procured 
other tests will be made and distributed to the 
trade. 

The opinion prevails in the department 
that when the facts are fully brought out 
there will be a general movement in the 
trade looking to the securing of legisla- 
tion by Congress to legalize crude stand- 
ards.

To Give Legal Authority for Acceptance 
of Rittman Patents. 


Washington, April 28, 1916. 

A measure intended to give legal form 
to an acceptance by the Secretary of the 
Interior of the assignment of patents for 
the Itittman process in the manufacture 
of gasoline, and for other purposes, has 
been introduced in both Houses of Con- 
gress by the chairmen of the respective 
Committees on Patents. In the Senate 
the proposition is embodied in Senate joint 
resolution 125, introduced by Senator 
James, ,of Kentucky. The resolution is 
as follows:— 

That the Secretary of the Interior be, and he 
is hereby, authorized to accept as trustee for 
the use and benefit of the people of the United 
States assignment from Walter F. Rittman of 
his entire right and title, or of any lesser in- 
terest, in, to, and under any letters patent of 
the United States which may be granted to 
said Rittman under applications numbered 
20019 and 29020 for patents for certain im- 
provements ip the manufacture of gasoline, 
benzene, toluene, and so forth, in so far as 
said applications or the letters patent issued 
thereunder ce ‘ro and embrace the manufac- 
ture of such products from materials produced 
and manufactured within the United States, 
and the said Secretary of the Interior, or his 
successors, is hereby authorized to grant such 
licenses and take such steps as may be neces- 
sary to make such processes available to the 
people of the United states: Provided, That 
the Secretary of the Interior shall also be au- 
thorized to accept the assignment of any right, 
title, or interest in or to any patent issued 
upon any device, improvement, process, equip- 
ment, apparatus, or other matter or thing de- 
veloped by any licensee in the use of the said 
Rittman processes 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of the Interior is 
authorized to perform any and all acts and to 
make such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary to carry this resolution into effect. 

The resolution is expected to be passed. 

The object of this resolution is to give 
legal authority to the Secretary of the In- 
terior who already has accepted an as- 
signment of these prospective patents 
from Dr. Rittman, and the action of Con- 
gress would simply give legal authority 
for that action. 











Sarsaparilla Plentiful in Porto Rico. 


Washington, April 28, 1916. 

Special Agent Harris, of the Department 
of Commerce, reports that sarsaparilla is 
plentiful in Porto Rico, but there is no or- 
ganized business of buying and exporting. 
The product is used in the island for me- 
dicinal purposes. Agent Harris calls at- 
tention to the desirability of encouraging 
~ exportation of sarsaparilla from Porto 
tico. 





American Electrochemical Society Hears 
War Agent Symposium. 


Washington, April 28, 1916. 

Practical methods of manufacturing 
and using in connection with mational de- 
fense three substances which have made 
possible the unprecedented destruction of 
the European war were presented at the 
annual meeting of the American Electro- 
chemical Society. The symposium in 
which this information was given was pre- 
sided over by President Lawrence Ad- 
dicks, of New York. 

Chlorine, the deadly gas used by the 
Germans, was discussed by G. Orenstein, 
an electrochemist of New York, who ex- 
pressed doubt as to the truth of reports 
that large numbers of men have been 
killed by this gas alone. He said that to 
produce the deadly effect reported the 
chlorine must be mixed with other in- 
gredients such as sulphur. ‘Chlorine is 
much more important for peaceful pur- 
poses,’”’ said Mr. Orenstein, ‘‘and we are 
proud of the fact that it has saved many 
lives from typhoid, and is becoming more 
and more a help to mankind instead of 
an enemy.” 

Capt. Edward D. Ardery, United States 
Engineers, said the story of the Germans’ 
using a non-inflammable gas for inflating 
war balloons was explained by the fact 
that an air-jacket charged with nitrogen 
protects the hydrogen within the bag 
from fire. He described the methods em- 
ployed by the Kuropean armies in making 
hydrogen in the field for inflating war 
balloons. 

Magnesium, used for “star’’ bombs, flare 
lights and shrapnel ‘‘trailers’’” is now 
made in better quality here than the best 
grades ever imported, said Dr. W. M. 
yrosvenor, chemist, of New York. He 
said the price jumped from $1.45 a pound 


to as high as $10 after the outbreak of 
war, and is now four times as high as 
normal. The high price, however, he said, 
had justified experiments which will put 
this country in possession of a metal capa- 
ble not only of making night into day 
over enemies’ trenches, but of doubling 
the strength while reducing by one-third 
the weight of materials for aeroplane, 
dirigible and motor construction. 





Proposed Prohibition of Lead Paints in 
Great Britain. 


The Bureau of Labon Statistics, United 
States Department of Labor, has re- 
printed as Bulletin 188 the recommenda- 
tions of the British departmental com- 
mittee which urged the enactment of a 
law prohibiting the importation, sale or 
use of any paint material containing more 
than 5 per cent. of its dry weight of a 
soluble lead compound. This report was 
made after four years’ investigation, be- 
gun in January, 1911, and the report, 
made May 6, 1915, was printed in full in 
the Reporter of May 24, 1915. 


The committee’s report is based upon 
the evidence of 118 witnesses, of whom 
ninety-three were selected by the commit- 
tee as representatives of employers, 
painters, paint and paint material manu- 
facturers, consultants to paint makers, 
chemists, architects, physicians and others 
with special knowledge of ship and bridge 
painting and lead poisoning. The re- 
maining twenty-five witnesses were 
brought forward by the white-lead cor- 
roders’ section of the London Chamber 
of Commerce, and included a_ certain 
number from France, Germany, Austria, 
Belgium, Holland and Switzerland. 

The committee found that ‘serious ef- 
forts had been made to deal with the 
evil of lead poisoning among house paint- 
ers in France, Austria, Germany, Hol- 
land, Belgium and Switzerland, and sug- 
gests that Great Britain should not be 
behind other countries in such a matter. 

The proposal to deal with the situation 
by regulation the committe regarded as 
impossible, for four principal reasons: (1) 
The inadequacy of regulations to cope 
with the evil; (2) the difficulty of pro- 
hibiting dry rubbing down, the most fre- 
quent cause of lead poisoning; (3) the cost 
and difticulty of complying with various 
precautionary measures; and (4) the in- 
superable difficulty of enforcing regula- 
tions by adequate inspection. 

The prevention of lead poisoning by the 
prohibition of the use of lead or its re- 
striction within very narrow limits, was 
favored by a majority of employers who 
appeared before the committee, The com- 
mittee found from the evidence before it 
that not only are leadless paints suitable 
for interior work, but that they had been 
used successfully on exterior surfaces. 
The leadless paints claimed to be of suffi- 
cient durability for exterior use were 
found already obtainable in considerable 
numbers, with every indication that leg- 
islation affecting the amount of lead per- 
missible in paints would give a great 
impetus to the manufacture of the non- 
poisonous substitutes. 

In view of the world-wide application 
of the facts brought out by this report 
the United States Department of Labor 
has concluded that the findings should be 
siven as wide a circulation as possible, 
hence the publication of the entire report 
in bulletin form,

Conclusions as to Results of Tesis. 


In considering the figures assembled in 
the foregoing tables, it must be remem 
bered that efficient condensation was 
lacking.

Gasoline Process Compared with 


Benzene-Toluene Process. 


In comparison with the benzene-toluene 
process, the gasoline process is simple in 
character. This may be more readily per- 
ceived by considering the order of hydro 
carbon reactions as given below. Th> 
relative order is not only based on the- 
ory, but is in accordance with the evi- 
dence gained as the result of extended se- 
ries of tests. 

Order of Hydrocarbon Reactions, 


Heavy petroleum hydrocarbons; then 
light petroleum hydrocarbons (saturated 
and unsaturated):—Cymene, etc.; xylene, 
toluene, benzene, naphthalene, diphenyl, 
etc.: anthracene, etc.; gas, carbon, 

The conversion from heavy hydrocar- 
bons imto lighter hydrocarbons involves 
only one step, and is easy of accomplish- 
ment, whereas the conversion into the 
lower boiling aromatic hydrocarbons re- 
quires that the heavier hydrocarbon 
molecules undergo a much more extensive 


series of changes before the desired prod- 
ucts are Obtained. This difference will 
indicate why the mechanical difficulties 
experienced in the first stages of develop 
ment of the benzene-toluene process are 
nonexistent so far as the gasoline process 
is concerned. The lower temperatures 
necessary and the greatly decreased 
quantity of carbon produced eliminate 
serious trouble from overheating and 
clogging in gasoline manufacture 

Because of the greater ease with whicl 
gasoline can, be made the instaliation used 
for benzene-toluene production will have 
double the capacity when used for con 

ersion of heavy oil into gasoline . 
duration of the gasoline reaction is less 
than half that required for the benzene- 
toluene reaction if the same size and 
length of tubes be used It is ee st, 
therefore, that by introducing tw > the 
volume of oil to be converted the effect 
will be the same as decreasing the time 
factor by one-half.

Conclusions as to Gasoline Process. 


The large-scale experiments have fully 
confirmed the laboratory experiments and 
established the fact that the conversion 
into gasoline can be even more satisfac- 
torily accomplished in a tube of greatly 
enlarged diameter and increased length 
than in the electrically heated 1%-inch 
tube. The conditions favorable for gaso- 
line production are shown to be the same 
in the larger tubes as in the small tube, 
namely, a temperature of approximately 
50) to 575 degrees C. and a pressure of 
20 to 300 pounds per square inch. 


The gasoline process, therefore ean 
justly be onsidered aS a success so fal 
as conversion in the large tubes is con- 


cerned. The adaptation of the unit to 
refinery conditions is a matter of mechan- 
ical detail involving no inherent diffieul- 
ties, 


SUCCESS OF BENZENE-TOLUENE 
PROCESS. 


In view of this communication, as well 
as the results of the large-scale opera- 
tions, which have been given jin detail, 
there can exist little doubt as to the suc- 
cess of the benzene-toluene process on a 
commercially operative scale. It has 
been proved that benzene and toluene 
can be produced in large quantities by 
this process. These products have been 
shown to be capable of being worked into 
the nitrocompounds desired for making 
explosives. These nitro derivatives, or 
the derivatives thereof, are equally suit- 
able for.use in producing dyestuffs. 

The claims which were made for the 
process at the outset have thus been fully 
verified by commercial results, and its 
future is dependent alone ‘upon the per- 
fection of the mechanical apparatus and 
the consequent reduction in labor and 
operating costs, 
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National Chamber Indorses Creation of a 


Tarilf Commission. 


The bill to create a tariff commission, 
introduced in the House by Representative 
Rainey, of Illinois, has been analyzed and 
indorsed by a special committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, of which Daniel P. Morse, of New 
York, is chairman. The chamber is now 
urging the passage of the Rainey bill at 
this session of Congress. 

The bill provides for a tariff commission 
of six members to be appointed by the 
President and confirmed by the Senate, 
but not more than three of thesemembers 
to be of the same political party. The mem- 
bers would serve for a normal term of 
twelve years and receive a salary of $10,- 
000 per year each. The President would 
designate the chairman and _ vice-chair- 
man. There would be a_ secretary at 
$6,000. For the expenses of the commission 
there would be an appropriation of $300,- 
000 each year. 

The commission would have a duty to 
investigate the administration and fiscal 
effects of customs laws in this country, 
the relation between rates of duty on raw 
material and finished or partly finished 
products, the effects of ad valorem and 
specific duties. including compound speci- 
fic and ad valorem duties, the classifica- 
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tion of tariff schedules, and in general to 
investigate the operation and effect of 
tariff laws, including their relation to 
Federal revenues. It would submit re- 
ports to Congress, and would have to put 
all its information at the disposal of the 
President and the committees of Con- 
gress, 

The duties and responsibilities of the 
cost-of-production division of the Bureav 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, and 
the staff of this division, are transferred 
to the tariff commission. The commission 
would have discretionary power to inves- 
tigate commercial treaties, preferential 
provisions, volume of importations, com- 
pared with domestic production, all con- 
ditions relating to unfair competition of 
foreign industries with those of the 
United States, including dumping, tariff 
relations between the United States and 
other countries, effect of export bounties 
and preferential transportation rates and 
cust of production. 

The commission could require the at- 
tendance of witnesses from any part of 
the United States, the production of 
books, papers, documents, éetc.. issue sub 
poenas and enforce them through the 
courts. The Treasury Department, the 
Department of Commerce, and the Fed 
eral Trade Commission would all co-oper- 
ate with the proposed tariff commission 
by securing such information as mig 
required by it.

Government Cooperation with the Trade 


Press. 
In his address on April 28 before the 
New York Trade and Press Association, 


Dr. Edward Ewing Pratt, chief of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
meree, Department of Commerce, urged 
a more complete co-operation between 
the trade papers and his bureau. “We 
are both going in the same direction,”’ 
said the speaker. “The bureau and the 


department are endeavoring to build up 
the commerce of the United States, and 
I have found that the trade papers are 
not only honestly trying to build up their 
respective industries, but are succeeding 
nubly. I believe that the trade papers 
are the most effective agencies for trade 
promotion and industrial betterment that 
exist. 

“The question now is, What help does 
the bureau need from the trade press tn 
carrying on its very important work? We 
need your help in determining what 
studies ought to be made. We have often 
received the most expert assistance from 
the trade papers, and we want it just as 
often as we can get it. We also need 
your help in determining how studies in 
foreign commercial fields should be car- 
ried on. We need your help in finding the 
right kind of men to make investiga- 
tions. After the reports are written you 
can help us by criticising them and as- 
sisting us to separate the essential from 
the non-essential.

Hull Vegetable Oil Industry for 1915 


Reviewed. 


Washington, April 28, 1916 
An elaborate review of the vegetable oil 
industry of the Hull district, England, 
states that the vegetable oil industry of 


llull has had a reasonably prosperous 
year Exports of rapeseed oil aggre- 
gated more than 6,048 long tons, only a 
small decline from the figures of the pre- 
ceding year. Attention is also given to 
the increased prices of linseed, which 
reached as high as $17.52 per quarter in 
December last.

was quoted at $37.71 per ton, bags included. It 
is said to have met with a much better re- 
ception than did soya cake at its introduction. 
In the opinion of the director of the Imperial 
Institute it is Iikely to succeed best in the 
United Kingdom ‘‘when used in admixture with 
other feeding stuffs.""

Banana Stalks as a Source of Supply 
of Potash. 


R. H. Ellis, of Selby, has presented to 
the British Society of Chemical Industry 
the result of his examinations of banana 
stalks, in which he found a large per- 
centage of potash and practically no soda. 
According to his analysis a ton of ba- 
mana stalks would yield fifty-four pounds 
of ash containing 47.5 per cent. of potash, 
or twenty-five pounds of pure potash. 
“Considering the large quantities of ba- 
nana stalks and the large demand for 
potash,” declared Mr. Ellis, “this refuse 
is certainly worth the attention of in- 
vestigators,’ ’ 





No Ships to Bring Logwood from Santo 
Domingo.

ment to this country, with freight rates 
to New York advanced several hundred

Production of Fuller’s Earth in 1915. 


Washington, April 28, 1916. 

In a review of the fuller’s earth indus- 
try in the Unhited States during the past 
year the officials of the United States 
Geological Survey say that this produc- 
tion has shown a healthy imcrease dur- 
ing the year. They add:— 
The production in 1915 was 
valued at $489,219, which was an 
of 6,920 tons and $85,573 over 1914. On 
the other hand the imports of fuller’s 
earth, which were 19,441 tons, valued at 
$152,493 in 1915, decreased 5,536 tons and 
$42,599 compared with 1914. The marketed 
production in 1915 was therefore more 
than twice as great as the imports, and 
the value of the domestic earth marketed 


47,01 tons, 
increase 





was more than three times that of the 
imported earth rhe average price per 
ton of American earth was $2.57 greater 


than that of the imported. Fuller's earth 
is now used principally in clarifying min- 
eral and vegetable oils and fats and 
greases, though it derived its name from 
its original use, the fulling of cloths, for 
which it is still employed in a small way. 
Six States reported production of fuller’s 






earth for 1915, Arkansas, California, 
Florida, Georgia, Massachusetts and 
Texas. The State leading in production is 


Florida, which reported near 7 per cent.

With a further slackening of the de- 
mand from foreign as well as domestic 
consumers there have been numerous 
additional concessions and outright re- 
ductions in prices in many lines in the 
drug market within the week. Sharp 
declines in quicksilver, bromine and 
the bromides, carbolic acid and several 
of the phenol derivatives, including so- 
dium salicylate, salicylic acid, antipy- 
rine, acetanilid and acetphenetidin, 
have led in the downward movement, 
which has been stimulated by increas- 
ing production and more liberal offer- 
ings of these goods, and there have 
also been noteworthy declines in chem- 
ically pure and dynamite glycerine, 
beechwood creosote, menthol, naphtha- 
line, citrie acid, in second hands; Hun- 
garian and Spanish chomomile flowers, 
corn silk, euphorbia pilulifera, hore- 
hound, savory and thyme leaves, cut 
althea, rhatany, serpentaria, Canada 
Snake, false unicorn or helonias and 
Japanese valerian roots, white squills, 
Spanish and star anise, natural cori- 
ander and Dutch poppy seeds, as well 
as some grades of cassia, cloves, gin- 
ger, nutmeg and black and white pep- 
pers. 

Though outnumbered by the declines, 
there have also been about the usual 
quota, of advances, among which have 
been uplifts in sugar of milk, Porto 
Rico bay rum, Norwegian codliver oil, 
nitrate of silver, saccharine, salol, in 
second hands; strontium nitrate, pyro- 
gallic acid, balsam Peru, amber, ber- 
gamot, cade, Japanese white camphor, 
Ceylon cinnamon, copaiba, expressed 
lime, orange, rhodium, natural rose and 
sweet birch oils, American saffron 
flowers, aconite, Russian henbane, al- 
Kanet, St. Vincent arrowroot, German 
angelica, geranium, whole white and 
powdered white hellebore, lady slipper, 
American and German lovage, manaca, 
pellitory, Northwestern senega, yellow 
dock and zodeary roots and caraway 
and lobelia seeds. 

Although the outlook of the 1916 
crops of botanical and other crude 
drugs is far from bright in Europe, 
still further concessions are looked for 
in some parts of the crude-drug and 
coal-tar products lists, if the domestic 
buying movement falls off to the cus- 
tomary extent this summer, as local 
handlers are so uncertain as to condi- 
tions which will prevail in the next 
few months as to become desirous of 
converting a large part, if not all, of 
their holdings into cash within the near 
future. A speedy ending of the war 
in Europe would, of course, accelerate 
an unloading movement of this kind. 

Of vital interest to the botanical 
drug trade in the United States has 
been the news received at the close of 
the week from Paris, telling of the 
granting of permission by the French 
Government for the shipment outward 
from France, to the Western Hemis- 
phere and non-enemy countries, of 
citric acid, aloe juice and materials 
for dyeing and tanning, including 
barks, berries, leaves, etc., whether 
raw or ground. This announcement of 
the lifting of the ban hitherto exist- 
ing on exports of such goods has 
come from the United States consul in 
Paris, who has cabled the State De- 
partment in Washington to that effect, 
stating that this permission had been 
given under a French ministerial de- 
eree, dated April 22. It is, therefore, 
regarded as indisputably official and 
authoritative.

Prices for the basic sodas have 
shown a further tendency to ease off 
during the interval. Second hands still 
seem to have considerable stock for re- 
sale and offerings are having a de- 
pressing influence on spot prices. The 
same condition is true of bleaching 
powder and it has been difficult to 
move stock during the week, even at 
price concessions. The scarcity of 
ocean tonnage is proving an embar- 
rassing feature to certain sellers, as 
no definite time can be given for ocean 
freights, and principals have the op- 
tion of placing goods in storage or of 
selling in the open market. The latter 
proposition, however, is meeting with 
more favor. Oxalic acid on spot is 
firmer under very light offerings by 
second hands. Makers are not in a 
position to offer tartaric acid to out- 
side interests at present and second 
hands are in control of the spot mar- 
ket. Arsenic is firm, with spot offer- 
ings light, on account of recent heavy 
purchases for export. There is still a 
pronounced scarcity of chloride of 
barium on spot and the market re- 
mains in a nominal position, Carbon- 
ate of copper is scarce and prices have 
been advanced 5 cents a pound by 
leading sellers to 45c. a pound. Cop- 
peras is firmer at $30@35 a ton, ac- 
cording to grade desired. Spot offer- 
ings of carbonate of potash have come 
on the market at lower prices. Caus- 
tic potash is firm at lately prevailing 
quotations. Carbonate of zinc has ad- 
vanced 15c. a pound to 35c., nominal. 
Resale offerings of chlorate of soda 
have resulted in lower spot prices. 
Crude brimstone retains a strong po- 
sition, under constantly advancing 
freight rates. Light trading in refined 
saltpeter is reported at 35@361%4c. a 
pound. Blue vitriol shows a firmer 
tone, owing to reduced spot offerings. 
Tin oxide has been reduced one cent 
a pound by makers, to 57c. a pound. 
Below is a detailed market report of 
the principal items of chemical inter- 
est, also a summary of the Holland, 
London and Liverpool chemical mar- 
kets:— 
HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Mak- 
ers’ views are unchanged, on the basis 
of previous quotations. Demand is re- 
ported active and shipments into con- 
suming channels are sufficient to pre- 
vent any~-material accumulation of 
stocks in second hands. Dealers quote 
ear lots at 1.65c. for barrels and 1.75c. 
for kegs, f. o. b. works. A premium 
of 1-5c. is exacted on all deliveries in 
this territory, less the usual discount 
terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—There is 
still a moderate amount of resale stock 
for sale and the spot market con- 
tinues easy. At the close, dealers 
named 7@7%4c. per pound. Makers 
name 24%4.@3c. a pound for delivery over 
next year and report some business 
at these figures. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Second hands are 
still holding enough resale stock to de- 
press prices and the market is quiet 
at 5%c. a pound flat asked for 76 per 
cent. It is asserted in some quarters 
that this figure can be shaded on a 
firm offer. Shipments over 1917 are 
quoted 2%@2\%c. per pound for 76 per 
cent., basis 60 per cent.

With the advance of the season de- 
mand for fertilizers in the large con- 
suming sections of the South is becom- 
ing very slow. All reports agree that 
consumption of fertilizers this season 
has been below that of last year, but 
there is a lack of unity regarding the 
extent of the decrease. The slower 
movement of mixed goods naturally 
has a bearing on demand for raw ma- 
terials, and none of the latter are sell- 
ing freely at present. Prices in some 
cases are giving way under the falling 
off in demand, and the animal am- 
moniates especially were reported as 
easy this week. Fish scrap is prac- 
tically out of the market, as old stocks 
are pretty well cleaned up, but the 
fishing season is rapidly approaching, 
and in spite of poor returns in the last 
two or three years preparations are 
going ahead on a scale which would 
insure a large production of scrap if 
the run of fish was satisfactory, but on 
the latter point there is no way of 
forming any definite opinion. Nitrate 
of soda is firmer at producing points, 
but domestic markets are not especi- 
ally strong. Sulphate of ammonia is 
quiet and easy in price on spot. Ship- 
ments of sulphate from the United 
Kingdom are again to be permitted, 
but it is doubtful if this will have any 
effect on domestic markets. Potash 
salts are slow as far as the fertilizer 
trade is concerned, though muriate is 
being taken by chemical manufactur- 
ers. For reports of the Baltimore, Chi- 
eago and Atlanta fertilizer markets, 
refer to index on page 27. Detailed re- 
ports on the separate articles of the 
local market follow: 

NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 

CYANAMID.—Leading producers say 
that several small sales of cyanamid 
for prompt delivery have been made 
during the past week, and contracts 
have been closed aggregating several 
thousand tons for spring delivery for 
next mixing. The present 
price of cyanamid for May shipment is 
$2.27% per unit of ammonia, f. 0. b. 
works, plus bags at cost. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE. 
Animal ammoniates are decidedly 
weak. The situation has not been 
strong for some time, as the demand 
has been below normal. With the buy- 
ing season drawing to a close holders 
are confronted with the probability of 
carrying over large stocks, and they 
are willing to grant concessions. AS a 
result offers this week were on a lower 
basis. Chicago advices say dried blood 
can be bought at $2.50 per unit, and 
high grade tankage at $2.35 and 10 per 
unit. 

FISH SCRAP.—It is too early to look 
for any developments in the market 
for scrap as the menhaden fishing sea- 
son in the South will not begin until 
June 1. At present the boats are be- 
ing fitted up for the season and it is 
stated that operations will be on a 
large scale and will admit of good re- 
sults if the run of fish is satisfactory. 
Another poor season, however, might 
have a disastrous effect on the in- 
dustry.

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Devel- 
opments in the English market are 
shown in a report from London which 
states that the issue of licenses for 
the exportation of sulphate of am- 
monia to foreign consumers, after a 
general prohibition which has now 
been in operation for nearly three 
months, is about to be resumed. The 
outstanding reason for reserving the 
whole of the British production of sul- 
phate of ammonia for domestic con- 
sumption was the hope that this ac- 
tion might result in an appreciably in-

creased use of the material for agri- 
cultural purposes. Plentiful supplies 
at prices artificially restricted have 
not had the desired effect, and produc- 
have, in consequence, been hard 
put to cope with unwieldy stocks. Af- 
ter negotiations with the Fertilizer 
Committee of the Board of Agriculture, 
the Sulphate of Ammonia Association 
have been informed that all applica- 
tions for licenses to export to France 
have been allowed, and that it is also 
proposed to recommenca the consid- 
eration of applications for export to 
other approved foreign destinations. 
As high ocean freights make the price 
of English sulphate laid down at 
mestic ports higher in price than is 
asked for domestic material, the for- 
mer is not in demand and the removal 
of export restrictions is, therefore, of 
less importance, Offerings of domestic 
sulphate also appear large enough to 
take care of wants, and this further 
removes interest in the foreign mate- 
rial. Demand for sulphate is quiet at 
present and quotations are given at 
$3.55@3.60 per 100 pounds. These quo- 
tations are for prompt shipment, 
some sellers are said to hold out 
$3.67% per 100 pounds on futures. 


PHOSPHATES, 
PHOSPHATE.—There

Consuming demand for spot 
goods is not active, and as many deal- 
ers were loaded up with stocks which 
represented large investments, they 
were eager to turn their holdings into 
cash, and selling pressure became ac- 
centuated at a time when the market 
was not in a position to absorb the 
offerings. Producers are not meeting 
the prices of second hands, and are 
quoting 55@60c. per pound for spot and
